Any one who baa ever turned down a high etrung young dog on 
a Bcattered covey of birds can have a pretty clear Idea of what he 
la likely to do, but a green dog. In green banda, generally baa a 
little clrrua neither will forget In a burry. Even In the beat of 
banda, the pup will aometlmea get 
the beat of It, and give hla handler 
many a chaae before begeteinto any¬ 
thing like coiufortnble abape. 

The youngtera were galloping away 
looking eagerly for more of the eceot 
they'had taated, when up gete a bird 
and the handler mlaaea him clean. 

The pup la half Inclined to atop, and 
would go down, but another and atlll 
another gete up, and the poor dog 
and handler, too, loae their head and 
away they go, the one after the bird, 
and the other after the dog. The 
pup might atop after a abort ruo for 
one bird, but juat aa be coocludea 
It'a no fun he Jumps another, which 
pute new life Into him and with re¬ 
doubled enerry he la off again. The 
other youngster a abort distance off 
has Joined to by this time, and both 
thoroughly Intoxicated with the fun 
before them, arc going as dogs only 
can go after chli kena. 

By this time the handlers bare 
dropped guns, hata, -and perhaps 
their coata, and are running for 
dear life and the pupa; whistling, 
yhouting and cracking 
their whips have no 
elTect on the young¬ 
sters, and all go, until 
from sheer exhaustion 
they give It up, and 
when the pup and 
handler do come to¬ 
gether, there Is little 
dam ago done. When 
they get eulflcleiit 
wind to start back for 
the wafon, the ques¬ 
tion of gun, hat and 
wha'ever else may 
have been dropped, 
presents Itself In rath¬ 
er bad shape. To 
find a gun In the tim¬ 
ber Is usually but lit¬ 
tle trouble, but drop 
one on the prairie and 
go twenty yards away, 
and It's no small task 
to Hnd It again. The 
boys were spared this 
part of the hoot, for 
we had marked for 
them while they were 
too buoy to do It them¬ 
selves. Of course the 
pupa go back Into the 
wagon to stay the rest 
of the morning, and 
their tutors too are 
qnlte willing to look 
on for a while, and 
cool off, both mentally 
and physically. While 
all this performance 
has been going on, 
another little side 
show was In full oper¬ 
ation. “ Dash ” bad 
no sooner “ made 
game,” than his mas¬ 
ter was at hla side, 

and before he could fairly come to a point, 
had him hard and fast at the end of a stout 
check line. There was a look of satisfaction 
on hla face that seemed to say, ” Old fellow 
I'll pay you for what you would do, and get 
the satisfaction oat of you that I couldn't 
get out of ‘ Spot' last year.” '* Dash ” 
never dreaming of the trick of bla Ingenious 
master, broke aa usual at the crack of the 
gun, and at the same time nearly broke bis 
neck when he fetched up standing. The 
scheme worked well, and In a few days cured 
‘‘ Dash ” completely. His master had con¬ 
siderable misgiving over the matter before 
putting bis deej) laid plane Into ezecutlo'o, 
and appreciated the success all the more from 
having bad a aad experience with ‘‘Dash's’’ 
kennel mate *' Spot,” who, naturally a good 
dog, came for fun, and had It'regardless of 
hla owner’s welfare. The only brace down 
that were disposed to behave themselves, 
bad very little chance to show their merit 
among the Wild pack, and consequently the 
bag this morning was small, notwitbstandlng'^ 
birds were plentiful. We didn't care for any 
foot race, and before putting our pups down 
on birds, gave them a few preliminary lessons 
In backing, with an old dog we could trust; 
when once on a back there was little dlffl'cnlty 
in getting np close enough to snap on a check 
cord, and hold them to the rise of the birds. 

A few lessons of this sort and they are suf¬ 
ficiently accustomed to the rise of a covey to 
keep qnlet and let them go without offering 
tofoUow. . 

That night In camp was such ■ night as we had dreamed of, 
clear, bright and still, the moon shining prettily on the clear lake; 
mo^ultoes conspicuous only for their absence, and all banda 
tired enough to thoroughly enjoy their cote. Everybody In the 
morning h^ked refreshed, and eyed the board In a manner that 
10 their day’s work and night’s rest bad prepared them for the 
good meal vft knew Henry would set out. The MIpneaota air 
*Ppetltes,And the coarsest of food 
vanished In away that made the cooks smile, ae If complimented 


by the work we were putting In. For the day our arrangemente 
were to divide the party; and to have a little shooting, we Joined 
the team with the best dogs. We got a fair start on a beautiful 
morning and feeling fully up to the work before us, counted on a 
good bag; but before noon we were so much wrapped up In the 
working of the dogs, we preferred to admire pretty points and 
equally handsome backs, to shooting. A brace of old pointers 
were In our team, and were thrown out Just before wo reached 
the stubble. They were too well up In the business to fool about

long In the grass at that time of day, so they made a bee Hue for 
the wheat-field. Once on the stubble they struck out right and 
left for game. The first field was drawn blank, when Erin and 
Biddy were pat out for the next stubble. They made only a few 
turns when Erin straightened out on a beautiful point, Biddy 
coming around brought np stiff on an equally pretty back. We 
all began to pile ont of the wagon for a shot, not In any particu¬ 
lar burry, for from the way Erin was standing the birds were 
quite a distance off. When we got to the dogs Erin moved up, 


and Biddy, coming In for «>me of the fun, got a taste of It, and 
together they drew np to a staunch point within good range of 
the covey; as we walked In they began to get np rather lazily and 
we were knocking them dowi. right and left, but we got a little 
mixed ae they rose, thicker and faster, and more of them Two 
and even three guns banged at the same bird. Following them 
up In the prairie we got In a few more shots, and then took the 
wagon for another stubble. The fields here were fully a mile 
apart, and as there was little probability of finding anything In 
the grass at that time of day, wo has¬ 
tened to the next stubble. 

As this was rather a large field we 
concluded to divide the party so as to 
have one brace of dogs work one side, 
while the other brace took In the 
other side. We found two coveys 
well In the center of the field and 
pretty much together, nlthongh they 
had run In from opposite directions, 
which gave all the dogs a taste of the 
fun of following them np; as one 
dog would point and then another, 
backed In turn by the others, the 
shooters would change their places, 
now following one dog, then another 
until they had all gotten where the 
scentwas hot enough to draw on with 
some certainty; when they all did 
come down pointing from different 
portions of the field, all to the center, 
the picture was almost too pretty to 
spoil, but we couldn’t stay long to 
admire the doge, ae the birds were 
evidently moving, and unless we 
worked them up soon, would rise 
out of gun shot. They did get up 
rather wild, and from the three guns 
only three birds got down. Unfor- 
tuua'ely they got out 
of Bight over a knoll, 
and we failed to mark 
them closely. We had 
an Idea of their where¬ 
abouts, and by taking 
a good scope In hoped 
to get at them. But 
we had bad luck In find¬ 
ing them, going too 
far down wind, and 
when they got up they 
all seemed to rise at 
once and scatter to all 
l>olnt8 of the compass. 
This finished our busi¬ 
ness with that “gang,” 
and as It was getting 
too late lo work the 
stubbles, we concluded 
to try the grass with 
one brace, while the 
olhers were resting, to 
be turned out when the 
others had had a good 
spin. Hunting In this 
way up wind toward 
camp we bad nice sport 
on scattered single 
birds, and an occasi¬ 
onal small covey. On 
the whole, we were 
well pleased with our 
morning’s work, al¬ 
though the bag aver¬ 
aged less than a dozen 
birds to a gun. We bad 
seen game enough, and 
died shot fairly well, 
still we did not have 
the birds to show for 
much of a morning’s 
sport, but we were sat¬ 
isfied, aa every bird 
killed bad been got¬ 
ten In a sportsmanlike 
way that afforded even 
mo’re pleasure than a big lot of birds would 
have done, killed simply for their meat. 

Many shooters seem to carry the Idea that 
a day’s sport Is to be reckoned by the size of 
the bag, but twenty birds a day gotten In style 
over a thoroughly broken brace of dogs, add 
more satisfaction to a hunting excursion than 
twice the number killed In a slovenly way. We 
have seen men walk deliberately up to a 
dog on a point, kick op the bird and kill him 
with no more ceremony than they would a 
bird from a trap. Men with no higher appre¬ 
ciation of field sports than that, might as 
well stay at home and fire off their shells at 
pigeons. The simple killing of a certain num¬ 
ber of birds don’t make a man a sportsman, 
by long odds. To me a fine day’s sport, 
purely from a large bag, sounds like a splen¬ 
did fox chase done np In a half hour. When 
a man can thoroughly appieclate a high bred 
bold brace of dogs going at their work with 
a will, and yet with judgment, and the neces¬ 
sary amount of caution, looking for birds to 
point, leading you on as they run, stopping 
stiff when the birds He, sweeping off occa¬ 
sionally to keep them in the wind, and finally 
give you a good shot, the whole goes to 
make up a part of a real day’s sport. Some 
of the best sport we have ever had has been 
with a brace of dogs and a wary old cock bird 
In September. Strike one of these old “ bach¬ 
elors’ alone In the prairie where the grass Is 
thin, and you have good work before you to 
bring him to bag. He must be handled like 
a big trout on a light ro 1 In rough water, 
and dogs accustomed to them know It too; and after they have once 
enjoyed the pleasure of working up one of these old fellows, 
enter Into the fall spirit of “ playing” them nntll they are brought 
to bag. 

One of the most pleasant shooting recollections we have 
Is of an old bird shot several years ago In Minnesota over a 
brace of dogs that were well up to the tricks these old “ roosters” 
could play, and as the part played by one of the dogs approached 
so closely to what might be called reason, we give the facts as 











































































they actaally occurred. We had ]ast killed a brace of old onee 
over a magoldcent point on three hirda, and marked the alogle 
one left, down on a knoll. By hla “ cackle” aa he roae, we 
knew he waan't to be caught with chaff, and we 
wanted him all the more on account of hla ahrewdneaa, 
so we got well to windward of where we had marked him, before 
we turned out the doga. They anlffed the air carefully, seeming 
to understand what was before them, and knowing that to make 
a success of It they must stop at the slightest scent. B >tb were 
sufficiently bold to gallop across the wind, yet each bad the good 
sense to feel hla way, and when one hauled up as 
he caught the taint from where the old fellow had 
struck, the other backed as If he understood the fun 
before him. Right here the sport began. The bird 
bad by this time run fully seventy-five yards' up 
wind, and a noble fellow he app«'ared loo, bobbing 
along through the grass, looking over his shoul¬ 
der, aa It were, as much as to say, “ Pm loo much 
for that party," and as we cautiously got to the 
side of the dog, well out of bis way, so as not to 
Interfere with bis reading, be began to march up 
for the body scent. The other drawing as be drew, 
stopping as he stopped, enjoying In the tear the 
same sport his mate was having In the fore. As 
we got where the scent was hotter the enthusiasm 
of the dogs grew correspondingly stronger, checked 
as It approached anything like nervousness. Oc¬ 
casionally the bird would stop, then sheer oil to 
one side, th$n to the other; when the dogs felt the 
places where be had dwelt for a moment, they 
would feather In the full sense of the word, speaking 
In the plalnestdog language their full appreciation 
of the trying ordeal. As the dogs felt the place 
where the bird bad turned one would make a sweep 
on one side while t he other one would try the other 
side, and as each turned back, be would lov..rlably 
look to his companion to see If ho had located 
the bird, and so thoroughly were they acquainted 
with each other they could distinguish at once the 
dlllereace between a doubtful and a positive point. 

At last one came to what appeared a solid point on 
the body scent, and the other on a sort of an Inquis¬ 
itive back*, the whole of which we Interpreted at 
once, from the expression of each dog, as meaning 
nothing of a positive character. The facts In the 
ease were I hat the bird, tired of this sort of a per¬ 
formance, had turned short to the right, sod made 
tracks down wind in a lively manner, and beyond 
the point where he had t'.rhed, neither dog seemed 
capable of going. There they stood, one pointing 
at the spot where the bird bad turned, and the 
other, far on the left, backlog; the pointing dog 
in a dilemma as to what he should do next. We 
stood also a little befogged, waiting for the dog to 
make up his mind what to do. At last the one on 
the point turned squ ire around, and with an In¬ 
quisitive look, eyed the other; be In turn won¬ 
dered what was going on, and seemed satisfied to 
wait for further developments. The fact of the 
matter was the bird bad puzzled the pointing dog 
by turning down wind so short, and he dared not 
follow bis trail for fear of a fiusb; of course he didn’t know

That 
bird never‘‘cackled” 
again, for he struck 
the ground this time 
with a “thud” that 
finished bis career 
and satisfied all con¬ 
cerned that the 
thing was done, aud 
done well, too. 

With tbiaeame brace 
of doge we had once 
killed thirty straight t - 
seventeen In the 
forenoon and thir¬ 
teen In the after¬ 
noon, yet that one 
bird had afforded 
more real pleasure 
than the large bag 
we mention. 

But getting back 
to camp things went 
on In a matter of 
course sort of way 
for several days, 
when an addition to 
our party. In shape 
of two more friends 
from St.Loul(,varled 

the everyday sort of life we had settled Into; with them came bad 
weatber.and our trigger finger was getting aa rusty as was the camp 
from the continued sloppy weather. Our new arrlvals,keen for any¬ 
thing In the shape of shooting, could not sit Idly about camp 
when there was the smallest chance for even a few shots, and 
many a ducking they got before they worked off the wire edge of 
their ambition. Whenever the clouds would break away for a 
few momen s, out came their dogs' and guns, and If they could 
only get off before the rain again set In, they were sore to try 
their bands on the nearest stubble. The rainy spell lasted 


when his twenty-seventh bird, killed at over ninety yards, led the 
score. He wasn’t quite our equal on legs, but he made It up In 
nerve and getting In hla work on long rises. For several days wo 
enjoyed the moat magnificent sport Imaginable, averaging from 
twenty-five to thirty-five birds each a day. We were not simply 
trying to see how many we could kill, but shooting about six hours 
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TO ;H0 I DA8H. 


a day, and doing what we did do, well. 

While located at“Br1gbt Lake” we bad a visit from our friend San- 


friends to underatand we were quite at home, and meant to be 
in season. I would like to give Our bill of fare, but as It would 
be entirely out of season, suffice It to say It was only such a meal 
as could be bad and enjoyed In Minnesota under the canvas In 
Summer time. Sanborn, of course, had but one story to tell, 
and that was of his illustrious Count Noble; even then be felt a 
strong claim to first honors In the “Derby,” and promised to 
beat the a riter and Peep O’ Day, and I am sorry to say that It Is 
duly recorded that he did It. He deserved the honors, however, 
and I am proud to know be got It, and equally gratified to know 
evei^ one Interested yielded bis claim to the much 
coveted prize without a single “kick.” It’s no small 
compliment lothe National American Kennel Club, 
to have had all the contestants for the best prize 
ever run for, quietly submit to the decision of 
tbelr judges In a slake that was never run 0 || 1 . 

But to return our chickens. The only Varia¬ 
tion worth noticing, for several days, wss the day 
we got “sloughed.” Just at night this Is a trying 
position to be placed In, but as It was our good 
fortune on this * cession to have this piece of bad 
luck occur In midday, the only real damage wss 
the loss of a half day’s shooting, and the addition 
of a little more mud on our shooting toggery. 
Things were getting a little dull from the regular 
routine we btS been passing through, so It was pro¬ 
posed to strike for new ground, make a full day of 
It, and as part of our frieuds were to leave. It would 
be a good opportunity to test the skill of the two 
parties', besides making a good bag to send boaM. 

Our party were singularly unfortunate all the 
morning, and the afternoon opened equally aa unfa¬ 
vorably as the morning had closed, and each crack 
of our rivals’ guns was fast taking out of us what 
little nerve we bad left. But our turn came at 
last, and came In as promising shape as could be 
wished for. The sun was shining brightly, and the 
birds were now lying like stones. On a splen¬ 
did stubble we got a point and downed a brace from 
a fiock of at least one hundred. These dropped Into 
a nice piece of weeds and small corn and good prai¬ 
rie grass. In a way that looked quite promising to 
our pile. We were quite a distance ahead of the 
teams, and looked, or at least tried to look, we 
hadn’t seen much, while we were aching all over to 
get out our partner and give our friends a little 
surprise. We managed to get rid of one team, then 
hauled our own up to the scene of battle we bad 
laid out. Unfortunately, a native joined us with a 
pot metal, and was lo for a little of the fun him¬ 
self. There was room enough for him and us too, 
but when either parly would drop a bird he would 
run for It, and put up from one to a half dozen on 
the way. We shot In that flock for a half hour, 
and though we bagged over twenty birds we lost 
fully as many more from our native friend flushing 
them out of shot. We finally g«t rid of him, and 
by the lime we were ready to move the wagon, had 
caught our friends’ tally and passed them; they, 
too, were keeping up a regular fusllade, and making 
It count, but another good covey fell to our 
lot, and we quit ahead, counting out one hundred 
and eight to their ninety-seven. This was really a big day, 
and under ordinary circumstances one hundred and ninety- 
seven birds to two wagons would have been considered remarka¬ 
ble, but we had got Into a new strip of country that bad not been 
shot over, finding full coveys, In good places, and made most of 
our bag In half of the afternoon. Ou several other occasions we 
killed ninety-seven to one wagon, but only once went over one 
hundred. 

It was now about the middle of September. The cold, frost-

It was 
decided to break up 
camping, and remove

After several windy 
dayt, and each strong wind as It to be found only on the prairie 
a calm at last occurs, to be followed by a sharp frosty night' 
The sun rises clear and bright, dissipating gradually the frMll- 
ness from the air, till toward midday It makes Itself felt by the 
presence of a genial, lazy warmth, or perhaps there may be a 
pDlle,warm breeze blowing at Intervals which Is equally as good 
for floe sport. On such days the birds seek the short grass, lust 
enough to afford them cover, and lie quietly, enjoying the warm 
rays of the sun. All cares'-and dangers are 
forgotten In the pleasure It affords, and as 
the sun’s genial rays grow stronger they re¬ 
lapse Into a dreamy state of lazy happiness. 

Now Is the golden opportunity for the sporto- 
man. If he can succeed In now finding a 
large pack he can get Into their very midst 
before the extent of their danger dawns on 
them. And now comes the moments when 
all the skill and nerve of the sportsman will 
be put to the most trying test. He may be 
an expert on scattered or single birds, but 
to meet an emergency like this requires the 
hand of amsster. First three or four birds 
more enterprising than iheir brothers sUrt 
off on lightning wing. The Damascus 
barrels ring forth the death knell of two of 
them, and startling several more as well. 

And now the reel begins In earnest. Chick¬ 
ens rise to the right, to the left, and In front. 

There are chickens In the distance and 
chickens just rising, and the heavy boom¬ 
ing of alngs Is accompanied by the quickly- 
repeated reports of the death-dealing shot¬ 
gun. At last they are apparently all gone, 
but the experienced sportsman loads his 
gun Immediately to be ready for any emer¬ 
gency as soon as It presents Itself. He ad¬ 
vances a few steps when there Is again a' 
iMomlng of wings, and perhaps as many more 
rise In the same manner as at first, 
and the sportsman again has to load and 
shoot without a moment’s cessation. After 
all these have gone It Is well to work 
the ground over for remaining birds.

to catch some trout for our supper and breakfast, while the pir- 

eons collected a vast amount of hemlock boughs, with which they 
made one of the softest, sweetest, cleanest beds ever slept upon. 
As some readers may desire to know for their future benefit, the 
recipe for such a bed—a bed which I maintain la superior to all 
other beds for a camp, I will now give the same. First, we cut 
down several falr-slsed bushy hemlocks, near our camp, then 
trimmed off the branches with hatchet or axe, then broke up the 
smallest branches and twigs Into leafy lengths of about » foot, 
not longer. These we carried Into our shanty, and with care 
made a bed at least two feet thick, six feet In length, and fifteen 
feet broad, In the rear end of our bark bouse; over thU bed we

all their gorgeous and costly windows. 

And we must not forgot the noon lunch with your companion, 
eaten as we sit on the moas-oovored log lying aciw ^be rtream, 
, with the quiet, pleasant chat, as with excellent appeUtos ana

happy, and beneficial life In the woods. A dally Journal of those 
delightful two weeks I should be glad to give, for though ■ ten 
years have rolled by since then, yet so strong was the Impression 
made on my memory by the dally events of that episode In my 
life, that I could relate the details of almost every hour; blench 
a Journal would occupy too much space In your paper, breldes 
being monotonous to your readers; therefore I will only picture 
forth an outline of our life, and some of the most Interesting In¬ 
cidents which occurred. A fair Idea of the passing of each day 
may be obtained from this statement; Each morning about 6 
o’clock the parson-cook would be the first to rise from that com¬ 
fortable hemlock couch, stir up the fire and prepare breaMast. 
As we always bad our commissary well supplied with trout, ham, 
dried beef, salt pork, potatoes, onions, baker’s bread, flour, coffee. 
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minds entlrsly (roe from cue, we discuss the crackers, bolognas 
and cheese, and our soothing smoke alterward, while watching 
the little clouds o( “ Old Durham ’’ float away amid the trees, we 
permit the Influences o( the still forest wrap themselves around 
us and breathe Into our souls that strength p^ullarly all their 
own, which enables us to return to the Ufe of the world with a re¬ 
newed power of mind and body which no other recreation could 
have given us. But In my enthusiasm over these quiet, delightful 
blessinga of forest life, which natural enthusiasm under other 
surroundings In euly life would have undoubtedly converted me 
Into a second “ Leather Stocking," I have almost forgotten the 
lively and amusing Incidents of our stay. On one day the doctor 
and 1 were reatlng In the shanty, reading and dozing, when the 
sound of a moccaelned foot-fall aroused us, and the next Instant 
our tall hunter-guide appeared bearing on his shoulder the head 
of a magnificent buck. We were at once on our feet and our 
guide's story was soon told. He had shot a large deer some two 
miles from our shanty, and needed 
our aid to carry him to our camp. In 
a few moments we were on our way 
through the trackless wlldernees, and 
It surprised us to see how, without 
a pause or sign of doubt, that old 
woodsman passed swiftly onward 
with no apparent marks to direct 
him. Thirty minutes of rapid walk¬ 
ing and climbing over fallen trees 
brought us to the spot where the 
two hundred pound buck was sus¬ 
pended from a tree. The guide, after 
showing us bow be bad shot him 
dead at first fire with a ball through 
bis heart, divided the carcass, and, 
taking the far heavier hindquarters 
and loins upon his shoulders, directr d 
us to bring on the forequarters. We 
thought we bad an easy job, but after 
carrying our load about a half mile 
we found that our lighter share was 
grievous truly to bo borne, and we 
tolled on tediously and had many 
rests on fallen logs, and right glad 
were we Ho arrive at our wigwam. 

What amazed us was to see our old 
hunter with a load of at least one 
hundred and thirty pounds on bis 
back and bis heavy rlfie In his band, 
desiring no rest during this two mile 
tramp, and stepping up and ovei 
piles of fallen trees and through ravines as easily and lightly as 
though he carried no weight. 

I wish I could give some of the thrilling adventures which 
this hunter of fifty-six years bad met with In hts forty years’ life 
In the woods, and which he related to us at the camp-fire during 
our evenings. Should you desire them, I can do so at some 
future day. 

I must not forget to say a few words about our woodland 
novice, our R. R. Professor. He had a perfect horror of 
being alone at any time In the woods, under the Impression that 
ferocious man-eating beasts abounded In our vicinity, and no 
amount of reasoning or good-natured laughing on our part could 
divest his mind of this absurd Idea. Whenever he went 
out fishing with any of our party, he deemed his life unsafe 
unless within twenty feet of his companion; and If by chance he 
was separated from any of ns for even a moment, he became al¬ 
most frantic, and would drop his pole and go rushing through 
the boshes madly, yelling as though 
a troop of wolves were at his heels I 
At one time we left him, much 
against hts will, alone at the shanty, 
and be borrowed all the revolvers he 
could of us, and on our return, we 
found he bad barricaded the open 
side of the shanty with bark and 
limbs, and sat expectant and nervous 
with a gun across bis lap, and a re¬ 
volver In each hand! This gent, 
after a few days’ experiences, became 
truly disgusted. He thought It was 
necessary for his comfort that he 
should have a clean napkin and silver 
fork at every meal, which of course 
he did not get, and he was qnite hor¬ 
rified because he bad to wash bis 
own.tin plate and cup. Unwilling to 
do any cooking bimeelf, be grumbled 
continually over the lack of style in 
the preparation of the meals, and 
through his supposition that the 
others of the parly should wait upon 
him, he often met with mishaps 
which were highly amusing to us. I 
will relate one. Having, through an 
accident some years previous, been de¬ 
prived of one of hie toer, be wore a 
false toe made of rsgs, of domestic 
manufacture, and this useful part of 
his foot he usbd to place upon a stone 
by the fire at night that It might be 
dry and warm In the morning. One 
nlgbt|tbe fireman, forgetting the toast¬ 
ing solitary toe, renewed the fire in 
such a way that when our professor 
arose In the morning, he found to 
his horror that his toe bad dlss'p- 
peared forever I This loss completed 
bis growing disgust with a life In the 
woods, and the next day having a 
chance of a ride out to the settlements, 
be departed for his home, and ever 
since the mere mention to him of 
camp-ltfe arouses his rage, and elicits 
strong expressions. On his bidding us good-bye, which he did not 
perform In good grace, as he considered himself deceived by us, 
whereas he had deceived himself with the most fanciful notions, 
our sedate parson addressed him In this high-flown language: 
“Professor, you are a man of didactic precision and phraseologi¬ 
cal exactitude; your antopical conceptions are In general correct, 
but allow me to say that in this Instance yon labor under an 
egregious balluctnatlon of Ideas I" 

Our Sundays we passed quietly and pleasantly In camp, resting, 
discussing many literary questions, and on one occasion we be¬ 
came deeply Interested In the subject of baptism, and so strong 
and effective were the arguments of the two parsons, backed by 
reference to the Bible and prayer book, which we had with os, 
that one gent, who had never been baptised, was so thoroughly 
convtncfd of the necessity and benefit of the rite, that be sud¬ 
denly sprang to bis feet, and demanded earnestly the baptism of 
himself. And I assure yon that on that bright, lovely day, there. 


In the depths of that forest, the scene which followed was most 
Impressive. Standing bareheaded In the clear, pure waters of the 
stream, under the shade of those grand old trees, was the seeker 
of that saered ordinance and the commissioned giver of the 
blessing; and under the arches of that primitive forest was heard 
(or the first time the solemn words of that beautiful baptismal 
service according to the book of common prayer. The rest of 
our party stood near uncovered on the bank of the stream, taking 
what part we could as the congregation In the service. It seemed 
truly as though time had rolled back over eighteen hundred 
years, and we were staodlng on the banks of the Jordan, and 
witnessing a baptism of St. John the Baptist. 

And so, with ever-changing and never-wearying scenes and ex¬ 
perience, and happy health-giving hours, passed our two weeks 
in the wilderness, and at length with real regret did we repack 
our “traps" on horses’ backs and retrace our steps for the dis¬ 
tant railroad station. We succeeded In bringing home In good 


condition some fifty pounds of the largest trout we had taken, 
which our families most heartily enjoyed; and since then, sitting 
in our offices and studies, we have again and again relived those 
pleasant days In rehearsing many of the brightest and most ex¬ 
citing details of the same. Keuks.

At 9 :S0 we started 
south on one of the little creeks that puts Into the Cottonwood 
river; where, after about thirty minutes, we found our dogs draw¬ 
ing to a point, when tbe fun began. Strlngfellow used a No. 13 
American Arms Co. gun, while the writer used a No. 10 Nichols 


& Lefever choke bore. Covey after covey were found, and at 13 
o’clock we returned (or dluner with a bag of thirty quails and 
several jack rabbits. I can say without a doubt that Mr. Strlng¬ 
fellow Is tbe finest quail shot I have met In a long time, but 
owing to my constant practice I beaded him by eleven birds at 
tbe close of the day’s s^rt. Monday, Dec. 20, I took a trip to 
Miller’s ranch, fourteen miles southwest of Florence, where the 
quails are quite plenty and are very rarely shot at. The mallard 
ducks live there during the Winter In tbe large springs on Mr. 
Miller’s ranch. I got an early start, and at 4:25 p. m. I was 
ready to start back home, and pi; hag consisted of forty-five 
quails, nine ducks and three jack rabbits. This Is certainly tbe 
finest place (or this kind of shooting In tbe country. There Is a 
fine stream running through It which Is full of as choice fish as 
are found In our Western waters, and they are easily taken. One 
more week closes our quail shooting In Kansas, but we have 
plenty of birds left for next year. J. W. I.

owner and Importer of many of the 
best doge In this country. 

All have heard of tbe Moorefield 
Kennel, which Is owned solely by Mr. 
Moore, but none, excepting thoes 
who have visited It, can form an Idea 
of Its magnitude and bow perfect 
it Is In Its arrangements and man¬ 
agement. It Is safe to say that the 
Moorefield Kennel la not only the 
1 trgest In tbe number and tbe qnall- 
lyof the doge, but’ is also, at least 
one of. If not the best, appointed 
and best managed kennel in tbe 
world. Ae our readere will eee, as 
wc proceed, there Is everything which 
can conduce to tbe comfort and 
health of the dogs, and the manage¬ 
ment Is systematic and perfect. 

It was Immediately after the con¬ 
clusion of the last New York ebow 
that we visited Moorefield Kennel, 
and, It being In genial May, we bad 
an excellent opportunity of judging 
of the location, which le In tbe cen¬ 
ter of a picturesque country, and on high ground whlcbjgradually 
alopea to a water course, and therefore possesaee auperior natural 
drainage, and Is consequently dry and free from dampneee. 

We Intended at this our first visit to have given our readers a 
description of the kennel, but the State Sportsmen’s Associations 
and State tournaments followed In such rapid succession that our 
time was taken up with them until so long after our visit that 
we bad forgotten much that we had seen; and Mr. Moore, having 
In the Interim made some additional purchases, and additions and 
Improvements to the kennel, we determined to postpone our des¬ 
cription until our next visit East 

Our report of the Eastern Field Trials Club’s trials having 
been finished, and on Its way to Chicago, we determined to make 
a eecund visit to Moorefield Kennel to note and record It In Its 
completed condition, to see our friend Mr. Moore, and our old 
frieud andCapt. Robert H. Jex Blake, tbe manager of the kennel, 
whom we have long known, and always found to be a man In the 
bigheet and truest sense that the 
word Implies. 

Id Chicago and vicinity Capt. Blake 
Is well known; and many there are 
who have partaken of his hospital¬ 
ity at CnmbcrlandLodge. In 1873 
he Imported what was then the finest 
kennel of dugs In America, the many 
descendants from which have spread 
over tbe Western country, and are 
highly prized by their owners. Hla 
famous brace of retrievers. Jet and 
Swan, are familiar to the sports¬ 
men of Chicago, and to many In tbe 
West. It Is only since they left tbe 
Captain’s possession that their true 
value has beeu appreciated, and now 
their descendante to the third gen¬ 
eration are valued highly by those 
who own them. We mention these 
facts In regard to Capt. Blake that 
our readers may eee that Mr. Moure 
was most happy and fortunate In bis 
selection of a manager, as tbe Captain 
carried to tbe office a practical 
knowedge of the subject, as well, ae 
all who know him will Bubstantlate, 
an honesty of purpose, which well 
fitted him for tbe poeltlon. 

Tbe thermometer wae very] near 
zero when we left New York, and by 
tbe time we reached Mr. Moore’s 
residence. In Phlladepbis, tbe day 
was more than half consumed, and 
to us It seemed tbe thermometer had 
become a “ Bear," and wae bring¬ 
ing the weather down to a lower 
figure yet. It wae not long after 
reaching Mr. Moore’s residence be¬ 
fore we were on our way to Moore¬ 
field Kennel, which le eltuated 
seven miles from Mr. Moore’s resi¬ 
dence, and about half a mils to the 
northwest of Belmont Driving Park. 
Tbe road to it lies through Falrmount 
Park, and a most charming drive it 
is lu Summer, a fact we could thoroughly appreciate, when we 
faced tbe ice-laden northwest wind on this, our second visit, 
and compared it with the genial and balmy May day of our first. 
vielt. 

The handsome and spirited brown mare behind which we were 
seated, no sooner reached tbe smooth Park road than an ambition 
seized her to outfoot a grey horse ahead, who had no Idea of per- 
mlUIng bis owner’s estimation of bis speed to be lowered In any 
such way. A race Is enjoyable from a comfortable seat In a clnt^ 
house or a grand stand on a race track, or, if a participant, on a 
Spring, Summer, or early Fall day; but with the thermometer 
below zero and facing a strong northwest breeze, a 3:30 nit Is 
very much like using your (ace as a hatchet to chop Ice. “ Gen¬ 
tle, Dolly," said Mr. Moore, as the high-mettled mare sprang (oi^ 
ward to go to the front, and turning to ns, remarked: “ I am 
tbe only person who can drive her; everyone else Is afraid of her; 
she knows my voice, and Is controlled by It; she le not viclons.

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but only nervous; the other dey, however, ■ trace became un¬ 
fastened and she ran a mile with me before I stopped her. It 
was a narrow escape. The traces are all right this time, I guess.” 
And, as Artemus Ward said, “Thus with amusing anecdote we 
whiled the hour away,” until we reached the gate of the entrance 
to MooreQeld Kennel, about a hundred feet back from which Is 
the manager’s house, shaded from view from the road by some 
choice shrubbery, with a garden on either side of the house, 
and a grapery to the rear. 

After a hearty greeting from the Captain, who declared the 
weather to be nearly as cold as Chicago weather, and getting 
thoroughly warmed in his comfortable house, guided by Mr. 
Moore and himself, we went through the kennel and other build¬ 
ings connected with It. We were particularly Impressed with the 
cleanllaess and order which everywhere prevailed. We have 
been In many houses, the occupants of which professed clean¬ 
liness and order. In neither of which respect could they compare 
to this model kennel. Not only were the kennels free from all 
odor, but equally surprising was It to see among so many dogs 
not one with a sign of mange or any other skin disease, and each 
one fit then to be takqn Into a show ring. 

The system of kennel registry Is perfect. Capt. Blake keeps 
a record of the breeding of every bitch belonging to the kennel, 
the dog to which she has been bred, the date of each service, the 
date she whelps, the number, sex, color, and markings of each 
puppy, and the disposal of the litter; the number that die, those 
which are retained In the kennel, and those which are sold, to¬ 
gether with the name of the purchaser, the date delivered, and 
the price paid. It Is, therefore, easy to detect a fraudulent 
claim of a puppy having been purchased from the kennel. There 
la an order book kept. In which all orders are entered aa soon as 
sent In, and the blank space Is filled up when the puppy is de¬ 
livered, with the sex, markings and everything connect^ with It, 
which Is a check on and corroborates the sites In the kennel reg¬ 
ister. There Is also a separate book kept, in which are recorded 
the name, color, pedigree and owner’s name of each bitch sent there 
to be bred to either of the stud dogs of the kennel, as well as the 
date of service, by reference to which It Is easy to refute or sub- 
stantlste the claim of a dog having been sired by one of the studs 
of the kennel. 

Moorefield Kennel stands In twenty-six acres of land, of 
which three acres are set apart exclusively for the kennel build¬ 
ings and yards, the buildings being divided Into three different 
departments,

nel, which covers two 
acres of ground and which 
is close fenced, on the 
south side of which In- 
closure are fifteen feet 
long, divided Into a bed¬ 
room six feet square, 
and a yard nine feet by 
six. The dogs’ beds are 
two feet from the ground 
and of wooden frames 
covered with galvanized 
wire six feet by three. 

No dogs are kept on the 
chain. Eich compart¬ 
ment has a large trough 
In the yard for water. 

The whole Is t« elve loose 
box stalls, and on the west 
side nineteen. Esch stall 
Is asphalted and thor¬ 
oughly drained. Each 
stall la heated by steam, 
and has a ventilator. 

Three hundred and fifty 
feet of hose attached to 
one of the hydrants fur¬ 
nishes all the water re¬ 
quired for drinking and 
washing out the kennels. 

The next building out¬ 
side and near the Inclo- 
Bure Is the cook-house, 
which Is fitted up with 
every convenience. In¬ 
cluding a large refrigera¬ 
tor. C<pt. Blake Informed 
us that the kennel uses 
nearly two tons of oat¬ 
meal and Indian meal, to 
say nothing of rice, cabbages, and fire hundred loaves of bread, 
a month. In Winter five hundred pounds of meat Is cohsumed 
each month. 

Adjoining the kennel, but separate. Is a large house perfectly 
ventilated and heated, for the use of bitches during whelping, 
but at the time of our visit all the toy dogs had taken possession 
of It. 

We now come to the hospital and bath house, which Is heated 
by a donkey engine, and pipes running through the building the 
same as In the best hotels. There are also bath tube for wash¬ 
ing the dogs and tables for drying them on after they have been 
washed. It would be Impossible to excel the arrangements for 
the comfort of the animals. Notwithstanding the weather was 
so cold, the hospital was warm and comfortable. 

Adjoining the hospital are seven large sheds with yards for 
puppies, so that they, can exercise themselves whenever they 
desire. 

We had every facility for examining the whole surroundings, 
and have no hesitation in saying that Moorefield Kennel is the 
beat constructed and the best-organized kennel In the world. 
Regarding the admirable way In which It Is conducted, we have 
In the early part of this article stated, and have but to again 
reiterate, that It refiecta the highest credit on the manager, Capt. 
Blake. One cannot be In the place long before being fully con¬ 
vinced of the fact that fbe man who built the kennels, and runs 
them as be does. Is au fait at his work. In talking with the 
Captain he very candidly told os be had most valuable aid In bis 
assistant, Ben Lewis, who, aa a worker sod getter up of dogs for 
a show, is Invaluable, and certainly has no equal In this country. 

Besides the other buildings Is a large Ice house, which Was be¬ 
ing filled the day we were there, and has a capacity of holding a 
quantity sufficient to last a year, from which the large refrige¬ 
rator, in which the food, milk and buttermilk is kept In Bummer, 
Is supplied. 

Mr. Moore, In addition to and In connection with the kennel 
has a herd of the choicest Jerseys, with the famous b^ull Much 
Ado. Here again Captain Blake Is at home, as all wlio saw bis 
herd of Imported Alderneya which were sold at Dexter Park In 
1874, when Cumberland Lodge was broken up, admitted that 
they were the best that ha^ ever been Imported West. 

The Moorefield herd of Jerseys consists of, besides the prize 
bull Much Ado, twelve cows and six calves, many of the former 
being noted prize animals.

The Production of Sex at Will. 


The effort of breeders to produce sox at will la a subject wBIch 
haa received much attentlou, and regarding which much has been 
written; but that any practical results have beeu accomplished 
to demonstrate the vartoufi theories heretofore advanced, we are 
not disposed to accept as a fact. 

That there la a law of nature which controls the sex there can¬ 
not be any doubt, and all arguments In support of the theory that 
sex It a freak of nature. Is equally without fouudailon aa the 
theories which have been advanced for coptrolllng the sex. 

In what way nature operates toward producing the sex Is the 
problem to be solved. While from a sclentlflcstandpolnt we have 
refused to accept some of the methods advocated, and by practi¬ 
cal experience have demonstrated the fallacy of others, yet we 
have always believed that conld we but discover the physical con- 
dltlOD necessary of both male and female at the time of coition, 
the production of a ma)e or female could be eaally'controlled at 
will. 

To effectually dissipate the theory of the sex of the offspring 
being a freak of nature we have but to refer to,the fket, and one 
which has come under the notice of the majority of oar readers, 
that among human beings. In some families boys, and In others 
girls, largely predominate. Then, In others, they alternate. 
Turning to animals we find the same preponderance of sex, when 
the female has been bred to a certain male, and when bred tp 
another male the reverse. Bach tacts, therefore, most effectntlly 
demonstrate the fallacy of the theory that the prodnctlon of sex 
Is a freak of nature, and, on the contrary, Indicate very forcibly 
that the determining of the sex Is dne to a physical condition of 
the mala or female at the time of coition.

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aeasoDS of the year. There la no trace o( a town visible at the 
old aettlement, and It requires a careful search to satisfy ones- 
aelf that It Is an Island. The James river, In Its course to the 
sea, upon reaching the western verge of the Jamestown trl^t, 
swerves from Its easterly course, and, sweeping around In a deep 
curve, drat to the uuth and then to the north, embraces what Is 
known as Jaioeat</wn Island within Its bend. The chord of this 
arc Is a little meandering creek, running across the neck formed 
by the river, so shallow and narrow as almost at times to lose Its 
Identity, yet completely severing the Island from the adjacent 
country. The eastern portion of Jamestown la low-lying and 
marshy, and on either side of the little creek In Its rear the 
marshes lie In broad stretches. Intersected by little boggy streams. 
The western portion Is high and bold, running up close to the 
river, which at this point Is broad and deep, affording a good har¬ 
bor and Une landing. 

These same marshes, lying between the Island and the land, 
which formed In days agoiie the natural protection of our fore¬ 
fathers against the hostile savage, are now at times the abode of 
swarms of snipes. 

The best shooting at Jamestown Is during their Spring flight. 
When the marshes become dry and sere after the Winter expos¬ 
ure, they are burnt off by the owners that the young grasses may 
afford Spring pasturaze for cattle, and thus rendered passable. 
The shooting. In the latter part of March or early In April, Is 
grand Indeed, provided the sportsman strikes the marsh at the 
opportune moment. 

1 say provldeil, for It has been my lot to suffer many disappoint¬ 
ments In this matter of snipe shooting. The little wanderers are 
not regular In tbo time of their arrival from the South, their 
movements being somewhat dependent upon the character of the 
Spring; nor Is the length of their sojourn by any means certain. 
In some seasons they drop In gradually and remain several weeks. 
In others they come In throngs and, all at once, pausing but a 
few days, and then departing In a body. On more occasions than 
one I have hastened In response to a summons announcing that 
they were plentiful, only to find the marshes utterly deserted. 

It Is fashionable, and has been for years, with writers upon 
sporting subjects, to rank this sport of snipe shooting first upon 
the calendar. 

Well, I will not argue a matter of taste with any man. After 
all we may say the question resolves Itself Into one of personal 
preference. 

Undoubtedly snipe shooting, under certain conditions. Is grand 
sport, especially Spring snipe shooting, which comes when we 
have bad our guns cased so long. But for my part I neither 
consider the bird comparable to the quail as a target, nor the sur¬ 
roundings of the sport anything like as charming as those of 
Autumn shooting; while the cbances of blank disappointment 
are so great that one never looks forward to the coming day with 
that eager confidence attending the slipping of the dogs In the 
Autumn stubble. 

There are days, however, upon which snipe shooting Is equal 
to any on earth, sod just one of those we had at Jamestown. 

Early In February, Fred. Rollo, the proprietor of Jamestown, 
promised to advise us when the snipes arrived. By agreement, I 
waa to go past Jamestown, join a friend at Williamsburg, and 
thence drive back a distance of teu miles. 

Early In March the summons came upon a postal; “Snipe 
arrived. Come quick. Fred. R.’’ 

Next morning found me upon the river steamer all equipped 
for the land of John Smith and Pocahontas. 

It was one of those bright, warm, cheery, mornings, first of the 
Spiiug, when the sun comes laughing back from his Winter 
quarters, peering about for the lost verdure of the land. tVhen 
the clods begin to crumble, and the blue bells once more strug¬ 
gle to the light. In the fence corners. When the robin Is hopping 
about the meadows tilling In the swelling earth for the worm. 
When the buds are bursting forth, and the greensward just be¬ 
ginning to tinge the barren fields. When the blue bird’s note Is 
mingling with the glad carol of the meadow lark, and the star¬ 
ling warbles on the willows by the river bank. 

Everybody was In the beet of humor among our passengers, 
and It took but little time to make acquaintances. 

“ Going shooting!*’ said the gentleman beside me at break¬ 
fast. “ Want a good pair of hunting shoes! Buy this beef- 
stake and have a pair made. They'll last you a hundred years.’’ 

The speaker was a brisk healthy fellow, and saucy as a butch¬ 
er’s dog. By his side eat a companion, pale and thin, bundled 
In all sorts of wrappings, and looking languidly at all about him. 
The former evl(\,ently did the eating as well os the talking, for 
while he pegged away lustily at everything before him, his com¬ 
panion minced and tasted only, or pushed away the food un¬ 
tested. 

They were evidently gentlemen, and It took but a short time 
to become acquainted, for I found they were relatives of friends 
of mine. Their story was short. They were New Torkers. 
George was rich. George’s liver was out of order, and he was 
traveling to shake it up, and recover his lost spirits. The other 
fellow was not only his friend, but his physician, and while doing 
a father’s part by George, was having a good time for himself. 
It amused me to see the the utter aimlessness of tbeir wander¬ 
ings. They had been South and were now meandering home¬ 
ward, In no particular hurry to got there. Intending, If they 
reach Norfolk to return by sea, unless they changed their minds, 
or did something else, and they were not particular as to what 
that something else should be. 

Discovering that George had antiquarian tastes, and that the 
Doctor waa keen for a snipe shoot, I suggested that they stop 
over with me, the one remaining In Williamsburg, the other 
going with my friend and myself. 

It was amusing to see bow the Doctor generaled George. Be¬ 
fore reaching Jamestown they wore undecided as to their course. 
There, we found Rolln on the wharf. He reported great num¬ 
bers of snipe present. This, and the sight of the great stretches 
of marsh determined Dr. L. to stop, and he praenM that George 
should do so. 

When wo reached the Williamsburg wharf my friend was not 
a little surprised when I disembarked, not only with baggage, 
dog and gun, but aecompanled by our new friends. A word of 
explanation suQiced. They were as welcome as if they had been 
friends of long standing, A drive of four miles brought us to 
the ancient capital of the Old Dominion, and I fancy that George 
found himself In his element when he beheld this, the oldest 
lookli^ place In America. 

It was resolved to defer our departnre for Jamestown that we 
uilgbt domesticate our Invalid, and .Introduce him to several 
good people who would show him the lions of the town. We 
’vere all Ipvlted to the house of a friend to tea that evening, and 
onr guests opened their eyes at the gentility and refinement 
which they found beneath the unprepossessing exterior of the 
ancient burg. * 

Leaving George In the custody of one of bis new made friends 
onr snipe shooting party, consisting of my friend, the jolly doctor 
and myself, were off bright and early the following mom, and by 
V 0 clock a. m. were on the long causeway leading across the 
vamestown marsh. We found the Doctor a moat companionable 
fellow, culerlng with great zest Into the spirit of the occasion, 
and tnllvenlng the trip with many a merry juke and song, 
before starting we had explained to him the necessity of attir¬ 


ing himself In old clothing, but be Insisted that those he wore 
could not bo Injured. We did prevail on him to accept a pair 
of cast off trousers furnished by my friend, but otherwise be was 
attired sd when we first met. 

This business of snipe shooting, bo It known. Is far from tidy. 
The man who seriously devotes his energies to making a good 
bag In a day’s shooting, must go prepared not only for hard work 
but for dirty work, and I regaKi the fellow as daft who expects 
to pursue snipes all day upon the marshes without getting thor¬ 
oughly wet. For myself I have always regarded a wetting as a 
certainty, and accepting that, have dressed with a view to com¬ 
fort and lightness. 

Discovering unmistakable snipe signs the Doctor and I leaped 
from the vehicle before we reached the Island proper. Our com¬ 
panion proceeded across the bridge that spanned the creek and 
making fast the team soon rejoined. 

The day was warm and bright, with a light southerly breeze, 
and we were compelled to take a long tramp before we could 
hunt down wind. The burnt stumps of the gross, cracked and 
crushed beneath our feet as we trudged merrily along to the 
further point of the mareb, filled with expectancy and hope, our 
trusty dog, eager to dash away In full career, reluctantly obeying 
the command to heel and ever and anon seeking to poke his nose 
to the front. Now we come to an awkward ditch up which we 
must go for a long distance before we can find a crossing. Now 
we come to old slippery logs across which we must tip and bal¬ 
ance with great nicety or go splashing Into the slimy ooze. Now 
we crash through reeds and stunted shrubs which bad escaped 
the fiery element. Now, Mark! Up goes a snipe. Bang, bang 
—bang 11 Down be comes. “Why, Doctor I Why on earth did 
you shoot! Your gun did not fire until he was on the ground.’’ 

“Makes no difference,’’ said the jolly Doctor, “It Is a split. 
Every time I fire and a bird falls, I shall claim. I believe that Is 
a well recognized sportsman’s rule” The Doctor kept bis word. 
Very few birds rose that day within a hundred yards of him but 
received bis salute. 

We soon reached the point from which we proposed to beat 
the marsh. On our course we had already bagged three fine 
birds. There was little or no choice of position. With onr backs 
to the sun and the wind we began our sport The old dog which 
we now gave bis head seemed puzzled at this style of sport. He 
was a capital animal upon quails but had never had bis nose 
upon snipe. He sped away, careering and quartering here and 
there as If quartering a thousand acre field. Scarcely bad we 
proceeded a hundred yards when up popped a long-bill before 
him, entirely out of range, to which he paid no more attention 
than if It had been a meadow-lark. Our friend, the Doctor, gave 
the bird a salvo, and up, up, up, acaipe^ aeaipe away went 
two or three other birds belter skelter while the dog plunged 
joyfully back and forth. 

My friend looked mournfully at the dog, then at the Doctor, 
then at me, as if to say “Amen.” 

“Czar I To heel I “ I shouted as I saw the sport scattered thus 
to the wind of heaven. Czar, evidently flushed at flushing birds 
he deemed unworthy of bis point came plunging back with flash¬ 
ing eye and foaming lip and lashing tall. As he returned he 
flashed a bird In easy range and I toppled him as he quartered 
past. The dug retrieved handsomely. As he brought It In I 
spoke to him sharply and threw It off, exhibiting the whip, re¬ 
quiring him to point dead, once, twice, three times, before be 
mounted It. 

“You’d better keep him at your heels,’’ said my companion, 
“ Wo have birds enough before us to walk them up and that 
brute win never stand them. He’s too old to learn.’’ “Never 
you mind,” I replied, “He can learn anything. This Is new 
work to him. Give him another chance.’’ 

“Have a care, sir,’’ said I, as the old fellow once more sprung 
sway, but the words were evidently wasted on our setter. In 
less than five minutes he sprung another bird, within three feet 
of his nose but fifty yards from ns, paying no more heed than 
before. Matters began to look serious. It was too provoking. 
Every bird rose strong and wild, flying not only high and out of 
range but crossing the stream and alighting on Jamestown Is¬ 
land. 

It was, indeed, bard luck, few as were our opportunities at 
snipe, to be cursed with a headstrong brute like this, I tear the 
recording angel dropped a tear at the remarks made to, of and 
concerning Czar by our little party, while the dog whip was vig¬ 
orously applied. As for the poor old dog he seemed sadly per¬ 
plexed to account for the etrSnge change which had brought upon 
him such vigorous blows from the hands that bad been wont to 
caress him. 

My companion, disgusted, and saying that he bad always found 
more snipes without a dog than with one, soon took his own 
course, followed by the Doctor, and I was left to wrestle it out 
with Czar. 

Oh! friends and brothers, you-wbo have sets your hearts at one 
time or another, upon having your own way while your dog has 
set bis heart on having bis way, think of me and pity me that 
beantlful morning, as hot and nervous, exhausted by many 
struggles I resolved to conquer Czar or die. Not to tie him up; 
not to call him to heel; although doing either would have in¬ 
sured a full bag, but to make him stand snipe, for I knew he had 
sense enough to understand me and do so if be chose. 

I was resolved not to have those two heartless fellows jibing 
and jeering me all the way home about my snipe dog. Now and 
then, as hope of success revived, when Czsr would make a deml- 
seml point, I would picture their chagrin at beholding him 
staunchly standing, and resolved that when we got straight I 
would nut let them come In a hundred yards of him. Our two 
friends were soon at considerable distance; now and then a blue 
puff of smoke, a sharp report, a little falling speck against the 
sky, told the story of sport too tantalizing to be endured. 

Meanwhile, Czar and I were learning to bunt snipe. 1 bad so 
far succeeded as to make him quarter close. That Is, the burnt 
stamps and I bad together accomplished this, for his feet were 
getting pretty tender, but as for standing he never even pre¬ 
tended to do so. 

We alternated between flushes and struggles. Every time he 
flushed I walloped him. The scene of each one of these per¬ 
formances waa marked by a trampled spot, as If a horse had 
wallowed there. In one of these encounters the hammers and 
locks of my gun became thoroughly smeared with mud. In 
another I tell down and was besmirched from head to feet. 
Finally, Czar began to sulk. When I would call him to heel be 
would trot In with tucked tall and stop just out of reach, eyeing 
me suspiciously. No command, no entreaty, would bring bim 
closer. As I approached him be would retire. “ Shall I kill 
him!’’thought I to myself, growing desperate. “Noil’ll con¬ 
quer him,” and with clenched teeth I grabbed him. Whack, 
whack, went the whip for the fortieth time. “ Yelp, yelp ’’ 
went the dog, as be struggled and jerked away, I relentlessly 
grasping and belaboring him. 1 estimate that It would have 
taken fifty yean to break Czar to snipes If he bad a decent 
breaker. No man who loses hla temper can break a dog. 
Fortune favored me, and gave an excuse for ending the silly 
strife. In this last struggle, as be scuffled and threw himself 
upon bis bind legs the point of a burnt sbmb pierced bis foot, 
and the poor old fellow was put ont of the light A piteous yell 
went up as be rolled over and b^n licking the bleeding paw. 


All my wrath disappeared In pity as I saw him hobbling on three 
legs. It was a good excuse for abandoning the struggle, and I 
WM a happier man when, after a long walk. Czar was tied to our 
veklde nod I rejoined oar cotopanlous. 

The best part of the morning bad been wasted; 1 bad but two 
or three snipes; even the Doctor bsd beaten me; and as for mv 
friend his pockets already began to stick out from his hips Thev 
had nearly worked up the piece of marsh on the side of the creak 
next the mainland. The flight of the birds all the morning had 
Men to the Island, and thither we resolved to go without further 
delay. Oh, It waa rare aport for those reprobates to ahow how 
Czftr fluabed; how I ran after him; how be trotted off. Doctor 
L. wanted one of Czar’s pups to hunt snipes in Union Square 
and suggested that I enter him In a national field trial. My 
friend took tbia occasion to express bis disgust for Czar and tell 
me be never could understand my weakness for the worthless 
brute. Tbat be was not even a good dog on quails, and be bad 
always known it. Both offered the doctor a servlcea to amputate 
the wounded limb, insisting upon cutting It off just behind the 
ears. And so It went. 1 was In for It, and took It like a man 
But “every dog has bis day,’’ and ray day came very soon. 

Relornlog to the vehicle we came to a wide ditch or drain 
spanned by a single slippery log. Our friend In advance stepped 
boldly upon It. Midway the stream he slipped and fell waist 
deep Into the muddy stream, nearly losing his gun as he clam¬ 
bered to the further bank, grunting and clinging to bis frail sup¬ 
port. “Water spaniel, by George," said I, with great glee. 
‘ Come, Doctor, the log la round and now that it is wet wc’ll 
share bis fate If we attempt to cross here. Let’s go below. 
Here’s a little clump Id the middle of^the stream. We can 
spring to It and tbence leap to the further bank." Suiting the 
action to the word I leaped nimbly upon the little knoll. “Toss 
the guns to me.’’ He did so and I In turn tossed them to our 
friend upon the other side. “Now Jump,’’ and down he came. 
Thus far It was plain aalUng. The Jump waa downward. The 
tussock on which we stood was lower than either bank and the 
jump yet to be made was not only louder but upwards. I made 
the first spring and barely reached by falling forward on bands 
and knees. “See here, Plover. This is a job vou have put up on 
me," said the Doctor. “I’m no billy goat." I can’t make that 
j jump. I can’t even jump back to where I came from.” 

" Nonsense, mau. You’ve lost your nerve. It's os easy as 
kiss your band. Just make] up your mind to it. Throw your 
whole Btreugtb Into the spring sud you’ll come up like a rocket." 

The Doctor glanced uncomfortably around him and with an 
expression of mingled jocularity and perplexity began to hum 


*• Upou a narrow iTcck of land— 

Twist two uuboiiiidcd nea*? I eland." 

“ Come, man. We can’t waste the day here," said I, growing 
Impatient. 

“Well. Here goes," said he, stepping back a pace and pre¬ 
paring for the bound. 

I knew he couldn't do It, I waa nearly bursting with laughter. 
But I never hoped to give him such a ducking as be got for the 
stream was deeper than I thought. 

With tremendous energy he Icspt. But bis whole effort was 
upward rather than forward. He didn't reach half way. With 
a Comanche whoop he lit plump In the water and sunk ao deep 
that his hat floated off. As hie bands flew over bis head I seized 
one and hauled him to the bank. I verily believe be would have 
drowned but for that, for he waa stuck at least two feet In blue 
mud. When be reached terra Jirma he was a mass of mud from 
the knees down—to say nothing of streaks and seams from head 
to foot, the result of clambering up the bank. 

A more ludlcrons sight I never beheld than he presented stand¬ 
ing tbere shivering, his teeth chattering a tune while we fished 
out bis bat. 

“Chesapeake Bay dog," said I, walking inspecting him. 
" Black, with blue points. Cross between bull dog and mud 
turtle. Dives for bis game. We’ll cross him on Czar and have 
a real snipe dog.” 

“ Plover, you saved my life. I love you. I must hug you to 
my heart," said he, and with tbat be made at me and would have 
ameared me from head to foot. If I had not beaten him In quite 
a little foot race. 

Even our companion, whose plight was Infinitely better than 
the Doctor’s, had great fun at hla expense. 

“ See here, fellows," said the Doctor, suddenly remembering. 

“ I wouldn’t care a penny for this mishap, but look at these," 
and witb tbat be began to disgorge from bis pockets a handsome 
gold watch, a roll of national currency, a lot of railroad tickets, 
letters, etc , tborongbly soaked. 

It became necessary to seek the house in order to dry them. 
The plucky Doctor swore he would not lose a momen I’s sport, 
but would dry bis clothing on bis person. A course, I believe, 
to be sensible unless the weather Is exceedingly cold.

Tbe beauty of snipe shooting upon days 
like these, la that It extends through the whole of daylight. Tbe 
birds, unlike the quail which retires st mid-day, msy be fonnd 
from the rising of the sun even unto tbe going down of tbe same, 
and earnest work Is equally rewarded at mid-day, as at sunset. 
A short wsik brought us once more to the marshy track, and now 
unhampered by tbe presence of unruly Czar, unterrifled by the 
prospect of Involuntary Immersion, we seriously beset ourselves 
to tbe work of slaughter. 

Our labors of tbe morning proved not In vain. We were amply 
repaid for tbe work we had done In driving the birds to the Island 
marsh, for while it was filled to overflowing, tbe warin sun and 
fatness of tbeir morning meal bad made them so heavy 
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and lazy that they epruai; singly or In pairs almost be¬ 
neath onr feet and fell fluttering beneath our leaden hall, 
uotll we realized for once In our life tb t snipe shooting was a 
reality and not a myth. Our friend, the Doctor, In spite of a 
steady fusllade that rivalled an animated picket firing, was soon 
distanced, and the contest for supremacy waxed warm between 
my companion and myself. In spite of some excellent shooting 
I never closed the gap between us, caused by bis advantage 
gained In the morning, while I was fighting the battle with Czar, 
but when night closed In upon us, after we bad beaten the whole 
of the Island marab, we both had bags of which either might be 
proud, and felt that our labors had been well rewarded. 

As for the Doctor, In spite of the most miserable marksman¬ 
ship he had bagged more birds than be ever shot before, and bad 
added to his legitimate game a trophy In the form of a musk-rat 
which be bad killed, and which be prized beyond all the snipe In 
the marsh, even after be was persuaded, much against his will, 
that It was not an otter. 

With an Investigating torn of mind he Insisted upon a peut 
morttm upon the musk rat, and persuing bla dissection too far, 
succeeded In Impregnating himself so thoroughly with the pecu¬ 
liar odor of the animal that his presence was almost unbearable. 
But, like a true pbilosopber, he declared that musk had always 
been bis favorite perfume, and handled our clothing, equipments 
and arms with such assiduity as to make It dlQlcult.to determine 
who was responsible for the wretched smell. 

It was nearly night when we regained the homestead. Clouds 
had overcast the heavens, and a light rain bad begun to fall be¬ 
fore we were ready hi depart. The darkness of the night, the 
roughness of the road.and our own exhaustion after a trying day, 
made us yield not very reluctantly to the pressing Invitation of 
our host to remain with him all night Two youogstera, students 
at the old college of WlllUra and Mary, hearing of our presence 
at Jamestown, and snuffing fun on the breeze, had come down 
late that evening and swelled the company. 

Tbe Doctor, realizing that the mud on his clothing rendered 
them unfit for the parlor, bad donned a suit of clothes furnished 
by Mr. Rolln, large enough for two men of bis size. His docking 
adventures of the day bad sharpened every faculty, and between 
his droll appearance in bis Improvised garb, and bis jolly good 
fellowship he was boat in himself. We bad two excellent 
musicians in tbe person of Fred. Rolln and one of tbe ladles of 
tbe family, and they enlivened the evening. Mr. Roliu, Sr, was 
an Eiigllsbman, and gloried In tbe portraits of the Duke of 
Wellington and Admiral Nelson that adorned bis walls. Tbe 
thousand-times told story of British valor was yet fresh when It 
came from the trembling lips of a true Briton In a far-off land. 
With such themes as these, and with a ii-erry round of wbist we 
beguiled the evening regardless of tbe pattering storm without, 
and awoke late the following morn to find It bright, clear, and 
windy. 

After an hour’s tramp In tbe marshes without moving a bird, 
we concluded that the snipes had sped onward to tbe north, and 
returned to the house. . 

I felt rather proud as I stood on the Jamestown wharf that 
morning, and delivered roy splendid bunch of snipes to (he stew¬ 
ard of the upward-bound steamer, addressed to Mrs. Plover, and 
tbe passengers saw In me tbe successful sportsman. 

The meeting between the Doctor and George upon our return 
to Williamsburg was truly characteristic. Neither cared a cop¬ 
per for what Interested the other. The Doctor was filled with 
snipes, externally. Internally, and eternally. George was filled 
with the story of the gold communion service given by Queen 
Anne to the old Williamsburg Church, tbe Masonic jewels of 
George Washington. The college designed by Blr Christopher 
Wren, tbe professor's house built by the Klogof France,the old Rev¬ 
olutionary mag zlne, the odd epitaphs in the graveyards, and what 
not. Every time he grew eloquent the Doctor uttered “ Scalpe,” 
and drew a bead with his walking-stick upon an Imaginary 
snipe. One swore he would lug hla bunch of snipe home with 
him, tbe other had a goods box filled with bricks and brIc-a-brac 
as relics. 

Tne result of their bickerings was that both returned with me 
to Richmond, and spent several days I ate the snipe, and they 
took tbe relics. But If we bad never seen a snipe upon our 
trip I should feel that I was more than repaid for all its labors 
by the two warm friends that I gained by It, with whom I am 
to-day Intimate. George was a well man In less than a month, 
and swears that tbe Doctor bad no'hing to do with curing him.

Wliat Shall the Future Bel 


BT OLOAN. 

“You don’t have such troubles In your country, do yon sir!” 

"No, William, our troubles are from a different reason, but I 
fear, however, that we shall have the same difficulty, some of 
these days.’’ 

This question was put to me by the head game keeper of Lord 

-, In England, last August. We had been discussing an 

event which occurred a short time previously. A party of masked 
poachers had entered tbe grounds of Earl Derby, and had 
resisted the keepers who sought to eject them. A regular battle 
ensued In which tbe poachers, outnumbering the keepers, were 
victorious. Beveral keepers were dangerously wounded, one was 
killed, and all were more or less injured. 

Naturally an outrage and violence such as this bad caused the 
greatest excitement and consternation, not only In sporting cir¬ 
cles, hut throughout the country. The question asked bad more 
significance than was apparent to me at the time, and If a method 
which has of late been strongly advocated, editorially and by 
correspondence In the Forttt mid Stream, Is to be adopted as a 
settled practice In this country, tbe foreboding contained in the 
answer may be sooner realized than even I then dreamt of. 

Tbe suggestion I refer to Is, In plain English, that all tbe 
sportsmen of the country shall unite to buy the {fame from the 
farmers of the country,who'shall unite to preserve and sell them 
tibe game. 

In other words, the farmers are to go Into tbe business of rear¬ 
ing game, end the sportsmen are to become their customers, and 
buy It of them. 

The reason assigned for this Is, that the game la now bought 
surreptitiously and Illegitimately by pot-hunter8,baggage-masters, 
expressmen, and country shoprkeepers, and the only chance left 
to the sportsman Is to enter Into competition with them, and to 
drive them out of tbe market by out-bidding them, and raising 
the price of the commodity. Being thus reduced to a mercantile 
transaction, the longest purse and the steadiest buyer will get 
and keep tbe monopoly of the article. 

The doctrine was first Inaugurated editorially, and seems to 
have become popular at once with very many readers. 

I am opposed to It, en principle, and cannot refrain from en¬ 
tering roy protest against It. 

But before I give the reasons which prompt me to protest, I 
must make a preliminary statement. In tbe first place, I believe 
that such a course would, for a few years, preserve the game to 
tbe sporlsmeo, and would drive off tbe /ur^ who now destroy 
It I believe that by such a course, sportsmen who conld afford 


to pay tbe price, would for a time, have pleasure, comfort, and 
large bags to remunerate them for their outlay. And heaven 
knows, those are sufficient temptations for almost anything. 

In tbe second place, while I think the Foreit and Stream Is 
the first sporting paper to advocate the doctrine publicly, yet 
the Idea la cot original with that paper. Several years ago, 
after fighting tbe grangers of Ohio for months In the legislature 
to secure a proper game and dog law, and having been utterly 
discomfited for the hundredth time In such an undertaking, 1 
became utterly disgusted and desperate, and drafted a bill which 
embodied In full the logic of tbe present suggestion. That Is, I 
carried that suggestion out to Its full and logical extent, and en¬ 
acted In substance that game ehoidd be the property of the laitd- 
otener. 

But I never presented the draft to tbe legislature, for If 1 had 
ft would have been enacted Into a law Instantly. 

Why did I not present ill It was from no fear of the results 
to myself that I withheld It. On the contrary, I knew I could 
get all tbe shooting under It that I wanted for the rest of my 
life, with more ease, security and satisfaction than I bad before 
experienced for the pajt twenty years. 

But I sacrificed my personal gratification because of tbe prin¬ 
ciple Involved, and because of that principle, I am now, as I was 
then, opposed to the measure. 

Tbe principle Is one that la as old as tbe bills, and should be as 
enduring. 

Wild game Is not per ee tbe property of the land owner upon 
whose land It la found. Wild game Is not tbe property of any 
one Individual whatever, until It Is by him captured dead, or 
alive, and thus reduced Into bis possession, and tbe domain upon 
which this Is done In nowise enters Into tbe question of his own¬ 
ership, though It may enter Into tbe question of his trespass. 

Fur years and years tbe effort has been made In England to 
wipe out this principle, and to have wild game made property, 
the same as poultry and domestic anlnnals. 

That would be tbe only measure of protection desired by the 
English game preserver. That would end the question of poach¬ 
ing at once and forever, and turn It Into a simple question of 
larceny, because the poacher then Is something more than a tres¬ 
passer. He becomes a thief, and can be punished for stealing a 
hare or a pheasant as easily and plainly as for stealing a horse 
or a cow. 

That la tbe evil underlying tbe suggestion of the Foreat and 
Stream It recognizes Implicitly tbe property right of the farmer. 
It Is useless to deny tbe recognition by saying that nothing more 
Is contemplated than to pay him for bis trouble In preserving the 
birds (or tbe favored sportsman. That will answer for a little 
while. But surely and speedily tbe granger will see tbe princi¬ 
ple Involved, and as soon as seen, a granger legislature will de¬ 
clare that tbe game Is his property. Once enacted, It never can 
be repealed. For when property Is once vested, the owner can 
never thereafter be deprived of It, save by the means prescribed 
In tbe constitution. 

Whenever tbe Idea once takes root., it will spread like wildfire 
throughout the land. Every legislature will follow suit, and then 
farewell to all sport, save (or the wealthy and the favored few. 

It will not be long after that before the American sportsman, 
feeling that be baa been robbed of bis rights, will shoot In spite 
of property laws. Then, In law, he will be on a par with the 
Eogllsb poacher. Then will come all the antagonisms leading 
to bloodshed, which culminated on the Derby estates, and which 
ended In murder. 

I shall say more on this subject hereafter.

A man behind me spuke 
up, saying; “ I killed them blrds.il I looked at him a moment 
and asked him bow many times he shot at them, and got (or a 
reply, “Only once.” How many did you kill? "Twenty-two.” 
How many got away? “ Nary a one ” That fellow was a lion 
In the crowd that had collected around us. John Rallsback has 
made the largest bags (or three consecutive d lys this season, re¬ 
spectively, 33, 29 and 37. Wm. Reid, one of our oldest and 
most highly esteemed citizens and sportsmen, slipped and (ell 
on tbe sidewalk In front of bis residence early In November and 
so badly sprained his ankle that be was unable to hie to tbe fields 
uotll the past week. For an old man It would be hard to find his 
equal as a shooter or a shooting companion. As we know Elibu 
Parker takes tbe Chicaoo Field, we would ask him why be 
shirks Old Wayne and the scenes of his many hunting exploits. 
Geo. Needham has been presented by Frank Samuels with a 
handsome Irlsh-Gordoo pup, by Reid’s Max, and out of Wil¬ 
son’s Friend. Henry N. ilohnson, tbe most enthusiastic sports¬ 
man of Richmond, as well as oue of tbe most popular gentlemen 
and lawyers of tbe city, with his black dog Dan, has just re¬ 
turned from tbe wilds of Center township loaded down with 
quails and rabbits. Heck. 

Cb xrlbstob. III., Dec. 20.—The first heavy snow (ell on 
Nov. 24th; It. measured six Inches on a level. On the 26tb a 
party of twenty sportsmen went out to try their sleighs and guns. 
The morning was cold and cloudy, the wind blowing from tbe 
northeast a gentle breeze. It became moderately warm by 10 
a. m., tbe wind having changed to the southwest, and the clouds 
broke away a II tie.

BT MONT CLARE. 

To sit down of an evening and ponder over tbe past Is like 
wandering through some old bouse long ago deserted uf all liv¬ 
ing things, yet tilled with souvenirs of other people and other 
times; and os In yuur wandering, an accidental touch of the band 
may open tbe secret recess to some old desk, and expose Its con¬ 
tents so long ago laid away there, so In your pondering a casual 
glance at some object near you, may bring out from the bidden 
recess of your memory a scene of earliest childhood, or a story of 
by-gone days. 

In my pondering to-nigbt, before tbe fire, over what I shall 
seud to you (or the New-Year number of tbe Chicago Field 
of 1881, my eyes rest for a moment. In their wandering about 
tbe room, on the stuffed form of a great-homed owl In tbe case 
upon tbe wall, and Instantly there comes back to me, like a half 
forgotten dream, the story of the “Specter Owl,” as related by a 
friend. 

It was told one Winter night while a family party were seated 
around tbe tea table, and I well remember how my little cousins 
listened, with open mouths and startled eyes, and bow they drew 
nearer to tbe table and glanced behind them, now and then, out 
through tbe large windows Into the moonlight night. 

I will endeavor, to-nIgbt, to place before you the facts, as near¬ 
ly as possible In my friend's own words, but I can not convey to 
you bis personal fascination. However, I trust that you may not 
weary of tbe reading, for I can assure you, one and all, that It Is 
no fancy sketch, no story drawn from dreamland, but rather a 
true tale of a true adventure of one who could bold yon captive, 
a long Winter evening, with bis vivid accounts of scenes not less 
exciting than that of tbe specter owl, though possibly not so 
tburoughly tinged with tbe supernatural. 

That this Is an adventure outside tbe list of those that usually 
(all within a sportsman’s life, you will admit; that It Is true, you 
have no reason to doubt t 

There Is no need (or me to tell you who be Is, or where be 
lives, though should I name him, a well-known gentleman. Dr. 
Elliot Cuues, would recognize an uncle, one who dwells in a 
grand old house that stands not so very far from tbe seaside. In 
tbe Granite State, and one to whom, tbe writer Is indebted (or 
one of the Doctor’s most valuable ornithological works, and (or 
many an entertaining hour in days gone by. I trust those 
hours may come again. 

Let tbe above suffice (or all prologue; tbe epilogue will come In 
due season, and now read tbe tale of “The Specter Owl,” and 
ponder over tne lesson It teaches. 

In November, 1853, with two friends. Dr. Ryder, an English¬ 
man, and Mr. Groabeck, a Southerner, I was returning to Hous¬ 
ton, Texas, from a week’s bunt In Grimes county. It was late 
In the afternoon, as with our horses loaded down with five sad¬ 
dles of venison, and a variety of other game, as wild turkeys, 
geese, ducks, prairie chickens and jack rabbits, we slowly picked 
our way along tbe narrow trail, hoping to reach our destination 
before night should overtake us. 

Our course was along tbe outskirts of a large forest, lonesome 
enough at midday, but now especially dreary, for from Its depths 
there came, mingled with the sad murmur of tbe winds, the hoot 
of some owl aroused from its day slumbering; and now and then 
(rum afar, over tbe plains there came the bowl of the marauding 
wolf, made bolder by tbe threatening darkness. It was a disa¬ 
greeable country to be traveling through at nightfall, and so we 
hurried on as fast as our tiring beasts could travel, but with all 
our baste tbe sun had set and tbe shades of early evening com- 
menetd to gather while we were yet some distance from our des¬ 
tination. 

With tbe setting sun there came a chilliness in the air that 
made us draw our cloaks more closely around us, and again urge 
on our jaded beasts to a faster pace. 

We were none of os In a talkative mood, for we were about as 
tired as our horses, and our surroundings did not tend to Incite 
much levity. 

Could yon have seen ns as we followed tbe track winding 
among tbe knolls and scattered trees upon the border of that 
forest, you would have thought us a funeral procession 
from our pace and general attitudes, and that wertbree were 
chief mourners having the full sympathy of our horses. And one 
of nsdid mourn before we reached our journey's epd, even as tbe 
winds moaned through tbe tree tops, save that bis was Intermit¬ 
tent, theirs contlnnal. 

This moaning of the winds at first seemed full of sadness to os 
but ere long it was full of melody when contrasted with tbe 
fearfnl cry that, all at once and without warning, broke upon tbe 
air. It was so startling In Us character that we pulled onr horses 
to a “ staod-atlll,” a deed requiring not much muscle by tbe way, 
and looked about us. It seemed to come from no particular 
spot, but quivered (or a moment and then died away, like tbe 
moaning of a spirit. All was as still os death; tbe winds that 
bore that cry from us came not bsck_ to moan and murmur for 
themselves, tbe screech of tbe owl was hashed, and tbe howl of 
the wolf b^ died away. A feeling that we could not check came 
Over us, and a “For God’s sake what was that?” was uttered 
as we listened for some Indications of the origin of the cry. 

IVe felt that It did not come from far away, and we did not 
have long to wait, (or again did that cry burst forth, and so near 
us that we quickly turned onr heads, as If to afford ns some pro¬ 
tection. We looked above ns, toward tbe woods, and there, 
perched upon tbe limb of a tall, dead tree, perhaps thirty feet 
from tbe ground we saw a large bird, to all appearances an owL 
It sat so straight and quiet, and Its big bright eyes bad such a 
glassy, staring look, that you would have sworn It had no life, 
and you would have rubbed your eyes to make sure you saw 
It clearly. 

Against the clear sky for a background the form of that bird 
stood out In bold relief, and as we looked It seemed to expand 
and then contract, yet with no clearly defined movement of Its 
body. 

We looked (or a moment at this huge bird without a word 
uttered, and then Ryder said, “ That owl can’t have uttered that 
fearfnl cry.”

In April, 1877,1 also procured from Prof. Baird about 36,000, 
and from tte Wlecsonsln commlaeloner 36,000, and In the Pall of 
1877 1 deceived from the United Statee Commiuloner 100,000 
eggt, from HcLoud river, which I hatched and put Into the lake 
In the Spring of 1878. I also depoalted 300,000 In the Spring of 
1879, aleo 100,000 laat April, and 100,000 yearlings last October, 
making In all In round numbers 590,000, hatchery count 
Deduct for loss from various causes I estimate that I have placed 
In Geneva Lake half a million young California salmon In ex¬ 
cellent condition. 

They began to make their appearance and attained considera¬ 
ble size very soon, and daring the Bummer of 1878 there was an 
occasional one caught by parties who were fishing for bass. I 
bad four sent me one day which weighed about three-quarters of 
a pound each, and one of them went a trifle over a pound. In the 
Summer of 1879, Mr. L. Z. Lelter, while trolling for bass, cap¬ 
tured a very fine salmoD,wblch weighed four and one half pounds. 
Several then were taken during the Summer, weighing two and 
three pounds each, all of which was reasonably encouraging, but 
not until the developments of tbe past Summer have I felt that 
the experiment would prove a valuable one, and when on the 
afternoon of July 39th last I was presented with a beantiful 
specimen which was 39| laches long and 18 Inches girth, and 
weighed 13} pounds, and when I had It boiled and served 
lor dinner, and found It to be a delicious fish, then I felt 
certain the salmon would grow to reputable size and condition In 
fresh water, and that at least so tsr as that flsb and my dinner 
of that day went. It was no longer an unsuccessful experiment. 
There was a reality, tbe “ substance of things hoped for" 
which did much to strengthen and build up my faith. 

In September they began to show themselves at tbe head of 
tbe lake, near the mouth of a small creek, having Its source In a 
group of springs a mile back and which empties Into tbe lake. 
Mr. Wm. Welsher, who had charge of the hatchery and ponds, 
there discovered eight fine specimens one day splashing about in 
tbe creek. They were up the creek nearly a mile and as far as 
they could get, and of course were looking for a spawning day. 
The following day be captured a floe female who was full of egg'^, 
and quite ripe. All of those he saw In tbe creek be estimated 
would weigh from eight to ten pounds each, Tbe one he caught 
weighed 8i lbs. and one which he found up the creek a week 
later In shallow water and which he picked up and put Into deep 
water, be estimated would weigh ten pounds. Hu Informs roe 
that a month ago be saw a pair much larger than any before 
mentioned, at the mouth of the creok, but they could not get over 
the little bar formed at tbe mouth. He estimated this pair would 
weigh 20 lbs. each, and that the female might go up to 25 lbs. He 
also saw very decided Indications of spawning nests In the gravel 
about tbe mouth of tbe creek. All of which facie sstlsly me that 
the salmon will not only attain a large size, but will also breed 
In fresh water. Unlike Brigham Toung they find they can be very 
good Mormons and increase and multiply without going to a salt 
lake. 

In conclusion, I desire to call the attention of the Michigan 
and Wisconsin commissioners especially to this subject. I believe 
that by an extensive and liberal movement on their part and by 
hatching tbe salmon by the million Instead of by the thousand, 
that Lake Michigan and the creeks and rivers which empty into 
It can be made to abound with salmon. I am of tbe opinion that 
tbe Atlantic salmon Is preferable to the California If the eggs can 
be found In sufflclent quantity. 

I began, and have continued with tbe latter In Geneva Lake 
for the reason that I could not get tbe Atlantic salmon eggs and 
could get from tbe U. 8. Commissioners tbe California eggs In 
great quantity. 

I have mentioned particularly the commissioners of Michigan 
and Wisconsin for the reason that they have virtually abandoned 
tbe prollficatlon of tbe salmon, for the reason that they have not 
yet seen any results of their early efforts. This 1 attribute to 
the very limited extent of tbelr work on this fish. A few hun¬ 
dred thousand per annum deposited In the extensive rivers and 
lakes of Michigan can hardly be expected to manifest themselves 
to any great extent. 

If I bad only planted In Geneva Lake ten to fifteen thousand 
Instead of five hundred thousand, I have no doubt the result 
would have been so trifling as to hardly merit a continuance of 
the experiment. 

Mr. Clark—" To get sure results large quantities of spawn 
mnst be planted, 500,000, not 50,000 eggs, as now done In 
Geneva Lake." 

Mr. Miller—“ 790,000 salmon have been distributed in Mich¬ 
igan.” 


Eei Weirs Are Objectionable. 


Rocbkster, N. T. 

Editor Chioaoo Field: —I see by your issue of the I8th that 
Mr. Ballou has been led to believe that eel weirs are a benefit to 
tbe country. I am under the Impression that be baa been wrong¬ 
ly Informed or does not thoroughly understand how they work. 
I should think they were a benefit If they did not catch all other 
kinds of flsb as well as eels. It would not be quite so bad If 
all the flsb they caught were marketable, but they catch the 
young of all kinds of fish and do a hundred times more damage 
than they do good. Eels can be caught In eel-baskets which 
would not catch aby small fish, and they would be used exten¬ 
sively if It was not for the weirs. 

The Flsb Commissioners have put thousands of young shad 
and salmon In tbe tributaries of tbe Oswego river, and I do not 
believe one of them ever reached Lake Ontario. The eel weirs 
took them all, and large quantities of old and young black bass 
and other kinds of flsb. 

I kn^w that nearly all kinds of fl^b are local In their habits, 
but once or twice a year they make a trip either for the purpose of 
spawning or In search of a change of diet, or for pleasure, and 
then go back to tbelr homes. If they can get there. The white 
fish In all tbe great lakes make a pleasure trip between June 
20th and July 15th; they strike on the shores in many places and 
are Uken In large numbers In seines. The fish that live In the 
head waters of the Oswego river make their yearly trip, that Is 
they start down, but never get back. 

They disappear as many men do In New York, by foul play. 

Eel weirs are Infernal machines for fish, and should not be sl¬ 
owed In any waters. 

There would be fifty black bass In the Oswego river for every 
one there Is now. If It was not for their existence. I would like 
to hear the opinion of others Interested In flsb protection in re¬ 
gard to this matter. 

In conversation with tbe owner of the eel weir at Fulton, I re¬ 
mark^ that he took all tbe young flsb. " Oh no, I don't,” said 
be. " Why, I can put my fore-flnger through the slats up to the

Away up in the northeast corner of Docotsh, nearly four hun¬ 
dred miles north of St. Paul, where the Canadian boundary In¬ 
tersects at right angles the Red River of tbe North, lies tbe 
thriving town of Pembina; directly across the river, In Minne¬ 
sota, Is St. Vincent, while just north of tbe boundary, located on 
either side of tbe Red River, are the goodly towns of Emerson 
and West Lynne, In Manitoba. These four towns—two Ameri¬ 
can and two Canadian—are locally known as tbe “ Four Cor¬ 
ners.” Their aggregate population la about 8,000 souls— 
all tbe growth of a little more than two years I They 
have grown up together .and apace, to Illustrate the 
remarkable development on British and Yankee soil alike 
of the great Bed River Valley, whose fame. to these latter 
days has stirred the commercial centers of Europe ' and 
stimulated in the old world great enterprises for Wes era invest¬ 
ment and colonization in tbe new. Sixty miles due north of 
Pembina Is Winnipeg, the caplul of Manitoba, with 10,01)0 
population: and still twenty miles nearer the pole, Is old Fort 
Garry and the Selkirk Settlement, which for three-quarters of n 
century has been the locum teneat of the Hudson Bay Company 
In tbe Northwest Territory. 

Up to the present decade this was an isolated, unknown land, 
almost mysterious in its sub-arctic seclusion, and affording 
themes for many romances of a wild and frigid character. Butler 
has written of It as the “ Great Lone Laud,” and Hamilton 
describes It as the "Great Fur Land.” It Included what are 
now the provinces of Kewatln and Manitoba, and all that almost 
unexplored region lying north and west of the 49lh parallel. 
Even now, despite the sweeping tide of Immigration, it is still 
both vast and ‘lone,” teeming with fur and wild animals, sup-, 
plying meat for the trader, skins for robes and clothing, and 
peltries foradlminlsblng but still lucrative export. During the 
year just closed, 1880, the company shipped to Montreal from 
Winnipeg robes and furs to tbe value of $550,000. 

Tbe southern portion of this “ great fur land” dips well down 
Into Northern Minnesota, its westernmost edge, or limit, being 
about twenty miles east of the Rad river of the North, and par¬ 
allel with It. It borders the great Red River Valley, and extends 
eastward along the north shore of Lake Superior, two hundred 
miles east of Duluth. About one-tbird of the State of Minne¬ 
sota is Included In this wilderness tract; It has never been sur¬ 
veyed by tbe government. It is practically less known than 
Montana, and must remain an unexplored wilderness for an In¬ 
definite period, as much of it is unavailable fur settlement. It 
•constitutes one of the reserve sources of timber supply to be 
d awn upon when the forests of Maine sod Wisconsin shall have 
become exhausted, and has been computed by competent per¬ 
sons to contain 1,900,000,000 feet of lumber! It is chiefly 
forest, much of it pine. Interspersed with hummocks and great 
" muskegs,” or marshes, and Intersected by numerous streams 
which flow from a central water shed, or heights of land to the 
four points of the compass. Americana long ago established 
fur companies and trading posts all along this line of their pos¬ 
sessions, just as tbe Hudson Bay Company bad done In theirs, 
and once a year, for forty years, at least, long trains of fur-laden 
carta would set out from tbe busy depot at Pemblua for the St. 
Paul market, following the well-worn trail which winds through 
the Red River Valley, as I described and illustrated with my own 
pen and pencil in Harper't Afagacirtc twenty-three yeara ago. 
Quaint and clumsy were the vehicles, and tbe animals which drew 
them; noisy and excruciating the shriek of ungreased axles. 
Often, in Mid-summer, the dust which arose from the lengthened 
train would stream out for miles, and outline lt8progress,llkc the 
reek of a distant ocean steamer. 

In those days too, the bnflalo roamed all over the Dakota 
plains, and across the Red river Into Minnesota. Every Summer 
and Fall tbe annual hunts took place, when all the Indian and 
half-breed population turned out for a grand battue. Men. 
women and children, with their dogs and ponies, tbelr bunting 
paraphernalia and tbelr household goods, joined in the gay ex¬ 
cursion, to slaughter, skin, and dry meat for Winter use, and 
were gone a month. Now the buffalo, decimated and stampeded, 
have moved far westward; but tbelr bleaching bones cover many 
a goodly acre of wheat land In the Valley, and the plowman of 
to-day turns up the crumbling fertilizer with every furrow. 

Picturesque now, as then. Is Pembina, with the noble Red river 
sweeping under Ittf lofty bluff with majestic bend and deepening 
current. Tbe old log trading bouse still stands, and tbe groves 
which crown the heights remain; but tbe encircling lines of In¬ 
dian tepees which used to cluster around tbe post are seen no more. 
Gone are the hardy voyagenrs, the teamsters, and the trappers, 
with their motley costumes of buckskin legglus, blue capote, and 
scarlet sash. Only a few straggling representatives of the old 
craft remain. Now and then an antiquated Indian saunters 
through tbe town, or strolls down to his old stand by the river 
bank, to fish. Occasionally an ox-cart of the ancient pattern 
screeches In tbe streets; er a stray dog of tbe native type, gaunt 
and sneaking, waiting to be fed, or kicked. Tbe Industrious 
plow has turned tbe old regime under the sod; and out of tbe 
disintegrating bones which It has buried has sprung tbe abund-. 
ant harvest, giving birth to mills, elevators, warehouses, and busy 
ranks of stores, to a growth of settlement which astonishes even 
tbe New West itself I Steamboats land tbelr diurnal freights at 
the levee, and from the crown of the bluff tbe outlook takes In 
the busy Minnesota town of St. Vincent across the river, with 
Its machine shops and engine houses, and the noise and smoke 
of the restless locomotive. Far away to tbe bead of Lake Win¬ 
nipeg stretches the iron band of the Canadian Pacific. To the 
East and to tbe West Its branches extend; one reaching toward 
Lake Superior and tbe other toward tbe Pacific coast, already 
uniting tbe Lake of tbe Woods with the upper Asslnlbolne. At 
the southern boundary of Manitoba the iron rails join those of 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis Sc Manitoba railroad, which traverses 
the whole length of the Red River Valley, and bears Its golden 
products southward to the markets of the world. 

Thus the secrete of the, " Great Lone Land ” have been un¬ 
locked and emptied out, and the gigantic close corporation of 
skin and fur hunters has been obliged to admit tbe advances of 
Ceres, the frnctlfler. Nevertheless, Nimrod and Diana will long 
hold Indefinite sway In the magnificent realm of forest beyond 
the prairie. 

In tbe upper part of Minnesota, near tbe boundary, where the 
Red River bottom is scarcely more than twenty miles wide, those 
rivers which flow westward out of the forest, cross the open 
prairie and empty Into tbe Red River In lines nearly parallel, 
and seldom more than five miles apart. Wide belts of ash, oak, 
maple, elm, poplar, willow, box-alder, hazel, basswood, cotton¬ 
wood, and other ornamental trees fringe these rivers, widening 
gradually loward the east until they finally marge and blend with 
we forest. No capricious streams are these, bank-full lu May 
and dry In June, with half-stranded cat-fish scuttling aroes hot 
and stinking paddles of Insufflclent water,, green with ooxe and 


fungns. Fed from copious founts In the far-off forest, they are 
are always deep, clear, and very crooked, meandering through 
tbe parti-color^ pralrle-Iawn In many a lengthened sweep and 
abrupt turn, now throwing up sharp points of foliage against the 
nearer sky and anon penciling the distant horizon with an In¬ 
definite line of blue. This diversity makes tbe landscape park- 
llke and beautiful. Tbe rivers are full of leaping and dashing 
fish; vocal with rattling rapids and the musical murmurs of 
deep and clrcllnj; eddies. Wood ducks breed on the banks; cat¬ 
birds and thrushes rustle In the underbrush; pigeons flatter 
through the tree-tops, and kingfishers scream and flit across tbe 
stream. On tbe open prairie half-grown chickens rise from tbe 
grass, fly a rod and settle; sharp-eyed hawks skim tbe surface 
with Inquisitive scrutiny, or sail In the upper air, taking a sweep¬ 
ing survey of the cover; flappers labor noisily across the 
open water In the sloughs and coolies, and half-concealed coots 
splutter in the Sedge. In May the meadows are alive with cur¬ 
lews, snipes and plovers. Nestling mallards rise In pairs when 
disturbed, fly a abort distance, circle, and settle back to place. 
Sometimes the wolves come out to the edge of the woods and 
howl, or the dusky form of a coyote may be detected sneaking 
along tbe skirting undergrowth. 

Here and there at Intervals, are claim sbanlles, or more sub¬ 
stantial farm houses, and everywhere the surface of tbe prairie Is 
black with patches of upturned sod where the plow has gone; but 
beyond the line of forest, there has been no government survey 
as yet, as I have already stated, and there Is no industry or popu¬ 
lation except some isolated lumber camps and the Radian reserva- 
tl. ns. 

From me now town oi Hallock—a village of some thirty 
houses built within eight 'Snontbs,—which lies eighteen miles 
south of tbe Canadian boundary, on the line of the St. Paul, 
Mioneapolls A Manitoba railroad, and which was originally 
located by Its founder as a aort of Sportsman's Headquarters, 
there has been constructed a good wagon road which extends 
oevfloty miles to the district of Roseau Lake, and thence forty 
miles further to the Lake of the Woods, where Important gold 
dlscoveilcs hayc been made the post year. Yankee traders have 
locatnil there on that American terrltorlsl projection known as 
tlie ‘‘Northwest Angle,” and sell outfitting supplies, including 
whiskey at $3 per plntl Forty veins of gold or silver are said 
to have been opened, and many miners are at work. The con¬ 
tour of tbe main land Is very rugged and broken, slashed by 
deep rocky gulches, and formed of primitive rock-i witb more 
recent slate formations, while tbe lake itself Is thickly studded 
with islands. Some of these are merely low, rounded rocks, 
while many others are high, rugged, and Irregular in surface, 
with precipitous cliffs upon whose face the veins or leads of ore 
may often be detected. The entire scenery Is of the most pic¬ 
turesque character. I cannot Imagine a more delightful and 
novel excursion for tbe tourist or sportsman than the round trip 
from Hallock via tbe St. Paul & Manitoba railroad to Winnipeg, 
thence by Canadian Pacific to Hat Portage, on tbe north shore of 
tbe Lake of the Woods, and thence by steamboat across the lake, 
and wagon back to Hallock, on the railroad. 

With an acquaintance thus made witb tbe physical character 
of this great unexplored tract, It Is easy to believe that It abounds 
In all kinds of game, large sod small, peculiar to a northern 
foreet. Indeed, where else can such a combination of denae 
forest-cover of pure, abundant water, and nutrltioua grazing 
prairie, be found this side of the Happy Hunting Ground which 
tbe dusky sborlglnsl delights so much to picture and conceivet 
Here In tbe timber belts which fringe tbe rivers Is a wealth of 
acorns and hazel nuts where the red deer and bears luxuriate 
In Fall, varying their wholesome diet by a range 
through the nutritious grasses close at hand, which 
tbe frosts of October have not yet browned. Fre¬ 
quently tbe streams spread out and lose themselves in almoet 
Impenetrable swsmpe, grown up with cat-tall flags and rusbea, 
and choked with a jangle of brush-wood which harbors bears Id 
droves, and afford the safest kind of refuge for rafts of ducks, 
bitterns, craues and water-fowla. These can easily be reached 
by a wagon drive over the amootb prairie, or a portable boat can 
be taken down on the railroad and launched at tbe crossings and 
thence paddled down Into tbe swamps. This kind of sport af¬ 
fords a pleasant change from chicken shooting. But If one would 
enjoy the sport, par aeellaue, o( shooting big game, let him take 
advantage of the first light snow. Let him go forth alone into 
the woods In October or November, when the froety air le still, 
and be will presently see the tracks of various sclmsls trailing all 
over tbe surface. Here le the deep Impression of tbe plantigrade, 
there tbe parallel footprints of bunny; here tbe five-toed track of 
tbe coon,and the delicate tracks of tbe marten and sable. Elaewhere 
are tbe marks of tbe ruffed grouse and rqulrrel, some of them 
going forth for tbe first time to enjoy tbe novelty of a snowfall, 
and others witb Inherited wisdom to gather and hoard, in antici¬ 
pation of pinching Winter cold and barren poverty. The expe¬ 
rienced eye of the hunter can tell one from the other readily; 
and If be wishes to set a dead-fsil, a figure-four, or a steel trap, 
bis wits will serve him handily. But here are tracks which arrest 
both foot and eye, sharply defined In tbe snow, like tracks of do¬ 
mestic pigs, winding sinuouely from bush to bush, where twigs 
seem cut off as with a sharp knife. Hal there le game afoot. 
See, the trail is yet recent—almost hot. You can tell It, for the 
snow In tbe track is soft, and the edges are sharply defined and 
feathery. Go cautiously now; we may take him nnawaresi Not 
much 1 Look at the track now; note the trail straight aa a bee¬ 
line, with the foot-marks wide apart. Tbe deer has seen us, and 
baa gone off at a jump. Ah, now the prints are closer together, 
and he is walking leisurely, and not much alarmed. Ten to one 
his curiosity will make him halt to see what’s up. Thera be la 
now not thirty yards sway, antlers, up, over the brush. Don’t 
stop, or you will lose him. Pass quietly behind some Intervening 
tree-trunk, and as you do so throw up your rifle to your shoulder 
and aim aud fire at alght. Good shot, boy. Why, you shoot 
like a veteran. Now go alow I Leave tbe carcass In Its tracks 
for the present. We may strike another soon. Deer don’t run 
like an elk at tbe crack of a gun. Always uk Dlttmar for elk. If 
you can. It makes less noise. 

Yes; elks are abundant here, just as they used to be every¬ 
where throughout tbe Red River Valley. They like to browse by 
the river-side, where they find the swamp willows and tbe succu¬ 
lent varieties of poplar and tbe basswood; alternating to the 
prairie grasa when they wish a change of diet. Several were 
killed within s few miles of Hallock last Winter. Up to ten 
years ago they were common all over Western and 8 mthweetern 
MInneaota; by no means confined to timber, but roaming the 
open prairies In considerable bands. These boros which you 
see In so many houses sod barrooms, and on stables and pilot¬ 
houses of steamboats are chiefly trophies of this recent period. 
In Dakota they are still numeroua enough, but they are far to 
reach, and not easily killed when found. Probably there Is no 
location anywhere at present where this splendid animal can be 
reached with such facility aa by the wagon road from Hallock. 
Yon have only to provide yourself with a camp stove, cooking 
utensils, and tbe ordinary outfit of blankets and provisions, take 
a good Indian saddle pony that will stand fire, a guide and a 
wagon, and ” light out.” I forgot to say that you waul a warm 
hunting suit of a dead grass or yellowish-brown color; be par¬ 
ticular about this. Tbe best method of bunting elks Is by st^k- 





















Id^. By elkSf 1 mefto tbe wapiti^ or Centwi earuidennia^ aiid oot 
the moose; although tbe moose are found here, too, as are also 
occasluoal specimeus of tbe mule deer (C. tnacrvlU.) Tbere Is 
tbe sklu of a mule deer baaglug now lu tbe carpenter shop at 
Hallock. 

^ Oue of tbe most ioterestlog facts relating to tbe distribution 
of our large fauna, is tbe discovery of an abundance of moose 
{alee AfMricatia) lu Nurtbero Mluuesota. They are smaller than 
tbe moose of Maiue, and tbe provinces of Quebec, New Bruo6> 
wick, and Nova dcotia, but are as numerous, perhaps as In the 
eastern ranges. Tbe lodlaos frequently bring tbe meat to mar' 
ket and within two yekrs heads and antlers have become a valu> 
able commodity for natural history specimeus. Last November 
1 saw three beads well mounted by a local taxidermist at the 
butcher shop of Wro. C. Kennedy, lu Crookston, Polk county, 
about seventy miles south of the CauadUn boundary 
line. Although lu tbe early part of the century tbe moose 
was almost universally distributed throughout tbe swumps and 
forests of North America, north of tbe forty-third parallel of lat- 
Itude, It has been believed that his present habitat had become 
restricted to tbe Canadian provinces on tbe east, and to tbe 
country West of ti>e Rocky Mountains, which lies north of Wyo¬ 
ming. That there is an ex euslvelnterioedlate tract over which he 
roa itS is now evident, but whether bis range Is still uubroken 
and continuous from the AMaotic to tbe Pacific, may well be 
queslloucd. The moose Is not strictly a migratory animal, for 
it never leaves its uativu ground for strange lauds and wotids. It 
is probably local to Non hern Mlnneso a and tiie adjolulug prov¬ 
ince of Kewatin. Those hunters who are lu quest of big game 
will rejoice that a new and untried field for their prowess has been 
found. No region better adapted to the wants of tbe moose than 
this can be imaglued, for the forest la interspersed with swamps 
and open marshes. Water is abundaut, and the deciduous trees 
afford the kind of browse upon which he delights to feed. 
Suows do not fall to a depth to reduce him to tbe dernier remre 
of ** yarding** for hU grub. Tbe leaves fall early lii October, 
and thus afford a great advantage for calling lu the best of tbe 
ruiilng season. Staikh g la also a favorite method of hunting 
tbe moose;and often a good dog may be employed to advantage. 

The woodland caribou {rauylfer carit>ou\ is also common In 
Northern Minnesota. It is closely allied to the reindeer of 
Europe, and is tbe same animal as that found in Newfoundland, 
the eastern Canadian provinces, and Labrador. Its westerly 
range, It is well known to naturalists, extends through a narrow 
strip of well-wooded territory about one hundred miles wide 
from Lake Superior to Athabasca, to tbe Northwest Territory. 
Its latitudinal range U from tbe 49tb to tbe 59ib parallel where 
It Is replaced by the Barren Ground Carloous Inhabiting Arcife 
America. It feeds ou mosses and licbeus, as well as Summer 
herbs and leaves. I have yet to see a specimen of a Minuesota 
caribou, but well-informed woodsmen tell me that they are abun¬ 
dant aud often killed by tbe Indians, who utilize tbeir bides. The 
country is certainly well adapted to tbeir requirements, and tbere 
Is no reaeon wby they should not be plentiful, as they are in tbe 
district north of Lake Superior. 

Guides, ou'flls, wagons, ponies, rlfies, and ammuoltloo, can be 
obtained at Hailuck, wblcb Is twenty hours from St. Paul by 
rail. Tbere Is superior hotel accommodation, with farm bouses 
or log sbaotles .at Intervals exteodiog to a point thirty miles 
east of the town, where one can make comfortable camps.

Mr. Thorpe Barttaiu Replies to Mr. Wanmaker.

Editor CniCAOO Field: —I cannot quite unileretandMr. Wan- 
makrr’a letter, or how be conaldered that I wrote under a mlaap- 
pieheheluii. t eloiply endeavored to point out that the defecle 
he complained of did not exiet In tbe heat aystem proper, and I 
venture to preaume that I made it clear to your readers that the 
working out of ihe aUte given In illustration was not a reflrctlon 
on the heat ayetem, because It was not carried out correctly ac¬ 
cording to tile recognized rules that govern the system. Mr. 
Wanniaker's assurance that American 8p<irts'nen can look after 
tbeir own Interval a, was, as far as I am concerm d, not needed. I 
was fully conscious of It. Indeed, ( entertain tbe deepest respect 
for them, and tbeir r pid advancement to the front rank as 
sportsmen, Is, I think, very much to tbeir credit. My remarks, 

I think, were far from such as to convey tbe Idea that I under- 
eatimated tbe American sportamau. They might be misinter¬ 
preted by some, but I am certain my object was good, viz ; to 
put right that wblcb might have produced a wrong Impression 
against the heat system Let us look for a moment at the answer 
Mr. Wanmaker gives to my question, and I think It will be seen 
that it does nut make him very strong In the position be assumed, 
i. e.. to prove that tbe wrong dogs got Into the prize list, for first 
an I second prizes. 

My question.—“Under what syatem could Mr. Wanmaker ex¬ 
pect No. 19 to bo declared rightly beaten by 1 and 17, for he tella 
us: 

“No. 17 flushed and chased and did nothing meritorious. 

“ No. 1 followed the example of No. 9, viz., breaks shot, chases 
and bccQinrs demoralized, whilst 

“ No. 19, the winner. Is fairly trained and a careful dog, and 
does nothing wrong.” 

Mr. Wanniaker’s answer.—" Dogs beaten by No. 1, also by 
others who were beaten In turn, who proved by tbeir acta In their 
heats vastly superior to 19 and 17, and bad they met either, 
would have beaten them.” 

This answer Is auch that It Implies that the best dog In each 
heatdid nut win. This Is certainly the fault of the judges, and 
not of the system. If Judges are notcompetent to select the better 
dog out of a brace, why It la clearly Impossible for any system to 
work out tbe awards correctly. 

To me this solution given by Mr. Wanmaker seems very Illog¬ 
ical. To argue that dogs beaten by No. 1 could (If the decision In 
each heat was a fair one), beat No. 19 and 17, seems straoge, 
for we see that No. 1 failed to do so; now If this dog was not 
equal to the task of janqulablng 17 gnd 19, It la unreasonable to 
expect worse d gs could do so. 

I have to ibank Mr. Wanmaker for not “ striking back In re¬ 
turn,’’ as he pule It, but 1 must cay that I never Intended to deal 
a blow at him, and If be so underatood my letter, I hope be will 
not continue so to regard It. I am alwaya anxious as far as my 
feeble powers admit, to assist to support that which Is at present 
good, as connected with dog trials, but I am still equally anx¬ 
ious not to allow that which Is good to be misinterpreted, or 
mfkuDderstood, If I can In any way help It, and tble was the 
sole object of my reply to his letter. G. Thorpe Bartbam.
